NEARLY TWO-THIRDS OF THE DELEGATES 


SELECTED—CORNELL’S FRIENDS CLAIM- 
ING 156, AGAINST 130 FOR FOLGER OR 
ANY ADMINISTRATION CANDIDATE. 

The Republicans in 983 out of the 128 As- 
sembly districts in this State have now held 
their conventions for the selection of delegates 
to the Republican State Convention, which 
will meet in Saratoga on Wednesday, the 20th 
inst. These 93 districts elect 360 out of the 496 
delegates of which the convention is composed. 
it will therefore be seen that more than two- 
thirds of the members of the convention 
have been chosen. The 35 districts which 
have their representatives still to elect—ex- 
cept the First District of Saratoga County, 
the First District of Onondaga County, and 
the County of Schoharie—will hold their con- 
ventions during the remainder of this week. 
Of the 360 delegates chosen, 156 are claimed 
for Cornell, 130 are for Folger or any other 
Administration candidate, 47 are for Wads- 
worth, 13 are for Congressman Wood, 8 are 
for the Hon. Jonn H. Starin, and 6 are for 
Gen. John C. Robinson. The 35 districts 
which have still to hold conventions are enti- 
bled to 136 delegates.

THE BROOKLYN PRIMARIES. 
CWENTY-FOUR DELEGATES FOR CORNELL— 
TWENTY-TWO AGAINST HIM. 

The most strenuous efforts were made 
yesterday by the agents of the Gould-Conkling 
combination and the Federal office-holders to 
set aside the verdict of the Republicans of 
Kings County as registered on Tuesday at 
the primaries. Ali sorts of offers were made 
to the elected delegates to the Assembly dis- 
trict conventions to declare themselves 
against the renomination of Gov. Cor- 
nell, but despite the patronage and 
money of the corruptionists ea clear 


majority of the delegates to the Republican 
State Convention from Kings County will 
vote for the renomination of Gov. Cornell. 
After consulting with Police Commissioner 
Jourdan, ** Mike” Dady, ‘‘ Ben” Hopkins, 
and Harry Beard, went out tothe Twelfth As- 
sembly District Convention and tried to secure 
it for the Administration. A Times reporter saw 
Joseph L. Clarke, one of the delegates to the 
Assembly District Convention, and asked him 
if there was any truth in the rumors that 
bribes had been offered to the delegates. Mr. 
Clarke said he had _ been 
Barry Beard, a Tenth Ward Stalwart, who 
said that he would make it an object to Clarke 
if he would vote for Administration delegates. 
Mr. Clarke refused. All the delegates 
from the country towns joined together, 
and outvoting the delegates from the 
Twenty-fifth Ward which, with the 
country towns, forms the Twelfth Assem- 
bly District, elected a solid delegation 
for Cornell. In the Second District, controlled 
by Dady, notice of a contest was handed in. 
In the Seventh District, Jake Worth, who 
was buried under a majority of about 80 
votes, gave notice of a contest. The Ninth 
Assembly District, composed of the Thirteenth, 
Nineteenth, and Twentieth Wards, is the 
strongest Republican district,in the State. At 
the convention last night seven delegates 
were elected and resolutions were 
passed strongly indorsing the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Cornell, and _ instructing 
the delegation to vote for his renomination 
“first, last, and all the time.’’?’ The Adminis- 
tration men gave notice that they would con- 
test the delegation although they were beaten 
more than two to one. in the Eleventh As- 
sembly District, the Cornell men had 11 votes, 
and the Administration 12. By a majority 
of 1 the Administration men secured the 
district and elected seven delegates whom they 
claim will vote for any candidate the Goula- 
Conkling clique may name. In the Tenth 
District the delegation stands 2 for Cornell 
and 2 for the Administration.

Of the 22 in 
the Administration column there are several 
doubtful, and it is not unlikely that Mr. Cor- 
nell will receive 4 of these votes:

Mike Dady, who magnanimously ‘ con- 
ceded Cornell 11 votes in Kings County” on 
Tuesday night, made another ‘* concession” 
to the Governor of the State of New-York 
last night, and this time gave him 16 
votes. Mr. Dady’s co-workers in the 
cause of Gould and Conkling, Messrs. Jour- 
dan and Worth, also claim 31 votes for the 
combination, but the claim is chiefly based on 
the hope that the Administration will con- 
trol the organization of the State Conven- 
tion and admit all the contesting delegations 
willing to wear the collar of the Gould-Conk- 
ling combination. As the deiegation stands 
now the Administration men will secure the 
State Committeeman from the Second Congres- 
sional District, and the Cornell mena seat in 
the State Committee from the Third District. 
If the Cornell men succeed in the contests they 
propose making before the State Convention, 
they will also have the State Committeeman 
from the Fourth District.

Prinr’s Briver, Sept. 13.—The Third As- 
sembly District is the largest of the three in 
Westchester County. It comprises the towns 
of Bedford, Cortland, Lewisboro, New-Castle, 
North Salem, Ossining, Poundridge, Somers, 
and Yorktown, and tells pretty much how the 
wind blows in the county. Four Cornell dele- 
gates were elected to the State Conven- 
tion without the slightest opposition at 
the District Convention here to-day.

THE MAINE ELECTION, 

Bancor, Sept. 18.—The usual allowance 
for adverse returns from the remote places 
seems unnecessary with the Republicans this 
year. Over 90 per cent. of the total 
vote is now reported, and_ the te- 
publican plurality is nearly 10,000, If the re- 
mainder come in no more favorable than usual 
the plurality cannot be much below 8,000, but 
the latter returns are coming inso favorably 


that the Republicans are claiming more than 
9,000. The returns almost everywhere show a 
pretty full Republican vote, and the total will 
reach within 2,000 or 3,000 of that of the Presi- 
dential year. The most significant gains are 
in the old Fourth District, and may be at- 
tributed largely to Boutelle’s perfect organi- 
zation and partly to Plaisted’s and Ladd’s un- 
popularity. Plaisted’s announcement of his 
candidacy to the Senate inspired a very deter- 
mined fight against him on the'Legislative tick- 
ets here, and in the Fourth District alone the 
Fusionists lose five Senators and nine Repre- 
sentatives. 

AvuGustA, Sept. 13.—The Kennehec Journal 
to-morrow willsay: ‘Official returns have been 
received from 395 towns and plantations, the 
vote of which is as follows: Robie, 66,806; 
Plaisted, 57,035; Chase, 1,092; Vinton, 215;

EGYPTIAN FORCES ROUTED 


TEL-EL-KEBIR AND ZAGAZIG -IN 
BRITISH HANDS. 

THE POSITIONS TAKEN BY THE BRITISH WITH 

A RUSH—GREAT LOSS OF THE EGYPTIANS 


IN KILLED AND PRISONERS—BRITISH 
TROOPS IN HOT PURSUIT. 

Kassasin, Sept. 13.—Tel-el-Kebir was 
carried by the British this morning with a 
rush, The first shot was fired about 4:45 A. 
M., and in 20 minutes the position was taken. 
Arabi Pasha’s army was scattered, and, with 
its leader, fled toward Zagazig, followed by 
the British troops, leaving 2,000 dead on the 
field and about 3,000 prisoners in the hands of 
the British. About 40 guns were captured. 
The British loss is about 200 killed, including 
many officers. Zagazig tell into British hands 
late in the afternoon. 

TEL-EL-KEBIR, Sept. 18.—Gen, Wolseley ar- 
rived on the ground about 4:45 A. M, The ar- 
tillery opened fire before the enemy were 
aware of the presence of the British. The in- 
fantry immediately after pressed forward, de- 
ployed, and opened fire from a sheltered posi- 
tion. The troops were arranged in the following 
order: One troop of the Indian contingent, 
with a battery of mountain guns, on the ex- 
treme left; the Fourth Brigade, under Gen. 
Ashburnham; the Highland Brigade, and 
Gen. Graham’s Brigade, in the order as named, 
and a brigade of Guards on the right, in 
support of Gen. Graham. A 40-pounder 
was pushed three miles up the railway. 
At 9 A. M. the great battle was practicaily 
over. The rebels discovered the British when 
about 8 mile from their works, and opened a 
heavy rifle fire. The British paused for a 
moment on the line of the sand hills, then with 
a gallant rush they were among the rebels. 
Acting on Gen. Wolseley’s orders, they re- 
served their fire and went in with the bayonet. 
The slaughter for the time was very great. 
The rebels could not stand it, and broke and 


fled, pursued hotly. The trenches before the 
forts were filled with Arabi’s followers, dead 
anddvying. ‘The final rush was made over a 
distance of 200 yards, the men skirmishing 
and seeking cover until they reached this point. 
The first fire of the rebels was very wild. It 
came from both infantry ana artillery, and 
passed over the heads of the British, the rebels 
being disconcerted by the sudden attack, With 
daylight the enemy’s fire improved,and became 
like a hail-storm. Many men fell, but notfora 
second did the British advance stop. Their 
covering parties, lying down, fired, while 
these in front pressed on. Gen, Graham’s 
brigade worked with gallantry. Nothing 
could surpass their cheer, which resembled a 
wild yell, and could be heard above the din of 
musketry as they charged up the steep slopes 
of the trenches. The Egyptians were terror- 
stricken, Many of them hid in the corners 
of the works, while others fled at their 
utmost speed, throwing everything from 
them. The British work, however, was not 
yet ended. A large inner redoubt on Arabi’s 
left, well manned and armed, still remained 
intact, but the British troops were not to be 
denied. With another brilliant rush they 
were among the enemy, bayoneting the gun- 
ners at their guns and capturing the heavy 
artillery. Thus was captured the key of the 
position. In 15 minutes from the first rush 
the British were its masters, The rattle of 
the enemy’s musketry died away while the 
British forscok the bayonet and picked off 
any rebels who still showed fight in their re- 
treat. On the south, the enemy stood a few min- 
utes longer—perhaps a quarter of an hour; but 
the appearance of the British cavalry on their 
right flank soon hastened their movements. 
In a few minutes one rushing stream of fugi- 
tives was making for Zayazig, flying out of 
all their entrenchments. <A little later Gen. 
Macpherson’s Indian brigade burst upon the 
flying foe from the south, and the rout was 
complete. The artillery coming up at a gallop, 
unlimbered, and sent their shot and shell after 
the rebels, adding to the confusion. The cav- 
alry had get right around the enemv’s flanks 
before the fight began. It is believed that the 
bulk of the rebel force will be captured, and 
that a death blow has been given to Arabi. 
All the work was done by the British troops 
in the first line of attack. The principal forti- 
fications had been carried by the time the 
Guards and the Fourth Brigade came up. 

Gen. Wolseley ordered his soldiers to march 
with unloaded rifles, and, if possible, to storm 
the enemy’s intrenchments without firing a 
shot. The Highland Brigade, on the left, 
earried the first line of intrenchments at the 
point of the bayonet. The Guards followed, 
behaving splendidly. The enemy’s earth- 
works were quite insufficient to check 
the advance of our good troops, 
The works are certainly of immense 
extent, and are surrounded by a ditch 4 feet 
deep and 4 feet wide. The parapet is 6 feet 
and 8 inches. But the works put out so ab- 
ruptly into the plateau surrounding that al- 
most at any point it was possible to enfilade 
the enemy. Long-continued cheers went up 
when the enemy’s works were seized to-day. 
The sight below was a_ ghastly one, 
hundreds of dying Egyptians, camels, 
and horses lving mingled on the 
ground. ‘The English dead and wounded 
were mixed with those of the enemy. The 
English troops were splendidly handled and 
marched over rampart after rampart, leaving 
behind them traces in blood of the work which 
they had accomplished. Assoon as the Eng- 
lish troops reached the enemy’s entrenchments 
Arabi Pasha got on board a train and ordered 
it to steam off the scene. 

Half of the Egyptians opposed to the British 
in the attack to-day were rabble. The British 
will push on to Cairo without delay. Arabi 
Pasha’s troops are evidently delighted at 
the prospect of an end to the war. 
Gen. Wolseley watched the fight in the thick- 
est of the danger, and the Duke of Connaught 
exhibited extreme coolness. Immense stores 
of ammunition and 1,200 tents were captured 
at Tel-el-Kebir. There is no doubt that Arabi 
Pasha was completely surprised, The disposi- 
tion of the English forces during the darkness 
of night was really beyond praise, Col. 
Harrison with great difficulty saved Ragheb 
Bey’s life, as the English soldiers were ex- 
cited and in no mood to give quarter. The 
igyptians were taken by.surprise in almost 
every direction. The negro troops and Arab 
artillery fought well. Detachments of troops 
from Kafr-el-Dwar are reported to be fleeing 
toward Cairo. 

ZAGAZIG, Sept. 13.—Major-Gen. McPherson 
made a forced march after the capture of Tel- 
el-Kebir and occupied this plece at 4:14 o’clock 
this afternoon. e seized five trains with 
their engines. The Governor came in and 
surrendered to the British. The people are 
submissive. 

LONDON, co. 13.—The War Office has re- 
ceived the following official dispatch from 
Gen. Wolseley giving his report of the battle 
at Tel-el-Kebir: 

‘*“We struck camp at Kassasin Lock last 
evening and bivouacked on a high ridge above 
the camp until 1:30 this morning. e then 
advanced upon a very extensive and very 
strongly fortified position held by Arabi 
Pasha, with 20,000 regulars, of whom 2,500 
were cavalry, with 70 guns, and 6,000 Bedouins 
and irregulars. My force was about 11,000 
bayonets, 2,000 sabres, and 60 guns. To have 
attacked so strong a position by daylight 
with the troops could place in the field 
would have entailed very great loss. I re- 
solved, therefore, to attack before daybreak, 
marching the six miles that intervened be- 
tween my camp and the enemy’s position in 
the darkness. The cavalry and two batteries 
of horse artillery or the right had orders 
to sweep roud the enemy’s line at daybreak. 
The First Division—the Second Brigade, 
under Gen. (sraham, supported by the Foot 
Guards, under the Duke of Connaught, and 
seven batteries of artillery,. numbering 42 
guns, with a supporting brigade, and then the 
Second ivision, the Highland Brigade lead- 
ing, the Indian contingent on _ the 
south side of the canal, with the 
Naval Brigade on the railway—advanced. 
Great ernulation was evinced by the regiments 
to be tke first in the enemy’s works. l wens 
at them straight, the Royal Irish particularly 
distinguishing itself by its dash and the man- 
ner in which it closed with the enemy.

wounded, The canal is cut in some places, 
but the railway is intact, It has been dis- 
covered that Racheb Pasha and Ali Fehmi 
Pasha were wounded in the engagement of last 
Saturday.”’ 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 13.—The taking of Tel- 
el-Kebir causes great joy here. Au extensive 
demonstration was organized for to-night. 
The Italians and the Greeks took 
the initiative, but persons of all 
nationalities participated. A procession 
headed by a band, and _ bearing the 
devices, ‘*Viva Wolseley!”  ‘*Tel-el-Ke- 
bir,’ and ‘‘Angleterre” paraded through 
the town. The Khédive’s band marched 
to the different tribunals betore 
which they stopped and gy My English 
and Egyptian anthem, amid the applause 
of the Europeans. Few Arabs appeared in 
the streets. Gen. Wood has received a dis- 

atch from Gen Wolseley stating that Tel-el- 

ebir was captured after 20 minutes’ assault. 
Three thousand prisoners were taken. The 
enemy are flying and the cavalry are pursuing 
them. According to news received from Zag- 
azig orders have been given to burn all prop- 
erty belonging to Europeans in the event of 
the defeat of Arabi. 

The cut letting the sea into Lake Mareotis 
has been completed, and the water isspreading 
rapidly. The operation, however, is not con- 
sidered quite successful. The sea has entered 
the fosse to the height of three and a half feet. 

MALTA, Sept. 15.—There is great rejoicing 
here over the capture of Tel-el-Kebir by the 
British. There was a grand display of fire- 
works to-night. Many houses are illuminated, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 13.—It is stated in 
official circles here that if no agreement is ar- 
rived at by Thursday in regard to the Anglo- 
Turkish military convention, the Porte will 
break off the diplomatic relations with Eng- 
land. 

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The Times, in a leading 
article, points out that the departure of the 
Turkish troops for Egypt will be delayed in 
order to await the arrival of the British Com- 
missioner, Sir Charles Wilson, now Consul- 
General for Anatolia, who must proceed to 
Constantinople to arrange the details of the 
expedition, and then go to the head-quarters of 
the Turkish force. Thus everything will be 
over before the Turks can possibly arrive in 
Egypt. 

The Governor of Port Said has arrested cer- 
tain sheiks for circulating news of a victory 
gained by Arabi Pasha. 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘* M. Duclere, 
the French Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
sent a telegram to M._ Tissot, the 
Freach Ambassador to London, instructing 
him to convey to Lord Granville the 
congratulations of the French Government, 
and to assure Lord Granville of the cordial 
satisfaction he feels at the news of the splendid 
English triumph in Egypt.” 

LONDON, Sept. 14.—A dispatch from Alexan- 
dria says: ‘The demonstration here to-night 
in celebration of the British victory at Tel-el- 
Kebir will notreadily be forgotten. Englishmen 
were treated as heroes by the residents here of 
other nationalities, while the very popular 
officers of the United States steamer Nipsic, 
now here, expressed their pride in the Anglo- 
Saxon race,”’ 

Another eye-witness gives the following ac- 
count of the battle at Tel-el-Kebir: ‘* Never 
did a body of 14,000 men get under arms 
more quietly. The very orders appeared 
to be given in lowered tones. The silence 
was broken only by the occasional clash of 
steel. There were frequent halts to enable 
the regiments to maintain the touch. When 
the troops arrived within 1,000 yards 
of the enemy’s lines, they halted to allow 
the fighting line to be formed. The Egyp- 
tianms fled in a confused rabble. ‘Iwo 
trains filled with fugitives managed to 
get away before the English came up. 
The engine of another train, which was just 
about starting, was blown up by one of our 
shells. Lieut. Gordon Cary, who had been 
wounded, killed with his claymore three Egyp- 
tian officers who set upon him.”’

AN OLD TRAGEDY REVIVED. © 


ERECTION OF A MEMORIAL TO MORGAN, WHO 
DIVULGED THE SECRETS OF MASONRY. 


Batavia, Sept. 18.—The monument to the 


memory of Capt. William Morgan erected by the 
National Christian Association was unveiled this 
afternoon. About a thousand people, including 
over 200 delegates to the annual convention of the 
association now in session here, and several mem- 
bers of the local Masonic lodges, witnessed the 
ceremonies. The exercises began with the singing 
of ahymn composed for the occasion. Jonathan 
Blanchard, of Wheaton College, Illinois, led in the 
singing, in which many of the audience joined. 
A prayer was offered by the Rey. B. T. 
Roberts, of Rochester, whose  supplications 


were mainly for the promotion of the 
good work which the association had begun. 
F. W. Capwell, of Dale, presented the memorial to 
the association, and during his brief remarks the 
veil was removed. Mr. Blanchard responded, and 
was followed by Dr. Roy, of Atlanta, Ga.,in an 
elaborate address. The Doctor said that the mar- 
tyr builds his own monument, and that Morgan 
had built his in history and set it up in the 
thoughts and sentiments of men and women. The 
world, he said, takes the life of the martyr, but it 
does not let him die, and in exemplification 
of that the national association had erect- 
ed this memorial to Morgan. The _ blood 
of the martyr is the seed of the saints, the speaker 
said, and he hoped that the ardor and energy of 
the assoeiation’s members in stamping out the 
growing evil of secret institutions weuld never 
grow less. Prof. C. A. Blanchard, Principal of 
Wheaton College, and asonof the tt nega speaker 
of the same name, next made an address. 
Just after the Morgan excitement, he said, 
it seemed as if the Masonic institution had 
been overthrown, but it has regained its 
vrestige, and is to-day more powerful than ever. 
He said that the oaths and obligations of the 
order prevented free speech and shackled justice, 
and that Morgan's acts proved him to be brave, 
‘whataver else might be said of him. Another song 
followed Mr. Blagchard’s address ard then Judge 
Moses of Batavia, aged 86, and other sur- 
vivors of the Morgan times made brief remarks, 
Closing the exercises, Judge Taggart said he at- 
tended an anti-Masonic convention in Mareh. 1828. at 


which there were 19 delegates from what was then 
Genesee County, and that he is the only survivor. 

The Morgan monument was erected by the Na- 
tional Christian Association, which is opposed to 
all secret societies, The funds were subscribed by 
friends of the association, and ranged in amount 
from 1 cent to $550, the latter sum being given by 
Mrs. M. R. E. Jones, a wealthy widow of Boston. 
The monument cost $2,500. The idea of it was 
conceived jin May, 1881. A convention of 
the association, at Batavia, in February 
last, authorized its erection. The monument 
arrived here several days ago and wasset up inthe 
old —— on a plot of ground that had been 
purchased forit. Itis situated in the south-west- 
ern corner of the cemetery and is only a few feet 
from the Central-Hudson Railroad tracks. It taces 
bo railroad and may be plainly seen from the 
rains, 

The monument is 38 feet high, and rests upona 
foundation of solid masonry, 12 feet deep. The 
dimensions of the various pieces are as follows: 
Base, 6 feet 10 inches square, and 2 feet thick; 
second base, 5 feet 4 inches square and 
same thickness as the first; die, 4 feet 
square and 4 feet 6 inches in height; cap, 
4 feet 8inches square’ and 2 feet thick; plinth, 
8 feet 4inches square and 1 foot 10 inches thick; 
shaft, 16 feet high and 2 feet 3inches in diameter, 
with a cap 244 feet square. Surmounting all is the 
statue cutin the likeness of Morgan, 7 feet high. 
The monument weighs 40 tons. On the base, in 
raised letters, is the name ‘' Morgan,” and on the 
four sides of the die, a polished piece of handsome 
granite, are the following inscriptions: On the 
first tablet—‘‘ Sacred to the memory of William 
Morgan, a native of Virginia, a Captain in the war 
of 1812, a respectable citizen of Batavia, anda 
martyr to the freedom of writing, printing, and 
speaking the truth. He was abducted from 
near this spot in the year 182% by 
Freemasons, and murdered for revealing the 
secrets of their order.’’ On the second tablet— 
“Erected by volunteer contributions from over 
2,000 persons residing in Canada and twenty-six of 
the United States and Territories.” On the third 
tablet—" The court records of Genesee County and 
files of the Batavia Advocaie, kept in the Record- 
er’s offiee, contain the history of the events that 
caused the erection of this monument.” On the 
fourth tablet—* ‘ The bane of our civil institutions 
is to be foundin Masonry, already powerful, and 
daily becoming more so, * * l owe to my 
country an exposure of its dangers.’—Capt. 
Wm. Morgan.” In the second base is placed 
a sealed tin box in which are a list of the contrib- 
utors to the monument fund, anti-Masonie tracts, 
copies of Batavia and other newspapers, &c. On 
each side of the cap to the die is the monogram 
““W.M.” The statue of Morgan represents the 
alleged exposer of Masonry asa tall, slender man. 
He has a clean-shaven face, a high, broad fore- 
head, and an intelligent countenance. He is at- 
tired in a straight-front frock coat. The weight of 
his body rests upon his left leg. His right hand is 
tucked between the second and third buttons of 
his coat, and his left hand, in which he holds a roll 
of manuscript, is by his side.

CORN FIRM, OATS STRONGER, AND WHEAT 
HIGHER—AFFAIRS ON ’CHANGE. 

CuHicaGco, Sept. 13.—The markets were a 
good deal steadier to-day, with very much less do- 
ing. The storm was about over, although the feel- 
ing was still unsettled enough to make the prices 
waver more than they doinatime of steady traa- 
ing. The corn market was stronger, although the 
receipts were comparatively large. It started out 
with a sharp upward turn, probably because the 
weather was expected to turn cold and ship off a 
considerable part of the newcrop. The weather 
reports a little later were rather more favor- 
able to those who hoped for higher tempera- 
ture, and the prices dropped back fully 
lcent, but the market closed firm. There was a 
better demand for cash corn, with a statement that 
little more corn is expected from this State orfrom 


Iowa, while the news came thatthe people of 
Texas will not be able to send any corn North 
before the close of October, if then, the weather in 
that section being exceedingly unfavorable. The 
markets closed 114 cents higher for this month and 54 
cent for October, as compared with Tuesday after- 
noon. The pork market strengthened in sympathy 
with eorn, there being a good many more buying 
orders in from the sea-board. It broke off when 
corn weakened, but stiffened again and closed 30 
cents higher for October and 15 cents higher for 
January. The sales of the day were very much 
less, those on ’Change footing up only 87,500 bar- 
rels. The feeling in lard was very much the same 
as described in pork, the market closing 5to 10 
cents higher than on Monday. Meats were quiet, 
although there wasa better demand for shipment 
and some were wanted for futures. Short ribs 
were held at the close about 35 cents higher than 
they had been on Tuesday afternoon for this 
month and rext. 

Oats advanced about 1% cents a bushel for most 
futures, and closed about 4 cent higher than on 
Tuesday. The strength was said to be in sympathy 
with corn, but it really seemed to hang upon 
the fact of light receipts, only 131 car-loads being 
inspected into store. A good many parties, no 
doubt, feel that prices had been beaten down so 
low that farmers did not care to deliver oats at 
the figures, and so they think that, unless quo- 
tations are advanced some, the movement into 
this city will be much smaller than was anticipated 
for September and October. The wheat market 
advanced from 4 to 4 of a cent all round, except 
for the year, which was steady. The receipts were 
smaller, chiefly on the Spring variety. The offer- 
ings of car lots were ail taken to fill shorts for Sep- 
tember. There seemed to be noexport demand, 
the parties who usually buy for export stating that 
they had no orders that could be filled at amything 
like present prices. Rye advanced 1 cent and 
barley 2 cents on No. 2% with a firm feeling 
onthe lower grades. An ear of No, 2 corn, from 
Montgomery County, Ala., was exhibited on 
‘Change. It was only remarkable as being of the 
second crop this year. Corn was planted by Mr. 
Elsburn early in the Spring and cutin June, and 
another crop was raised in the same field, a small 
fraction of the result being sent to Chicago. 

Reed, Lash & Co. have squared up their liabili- 
ties. and will be ready to pay to-morrow all the 
parties to whom they consider they are indebted. 
They state that they were not embarrassed at all, 
except that some of their customers in the country 
did not advance margins as fast as wanted, and 
they simply suspended business in self-protection. 

The seeds crowd was considerably excited to- 
day over the report that Mr. Robeson, well known 
in that corner, had been suspended for 10 days by 
the Directors. His offense was alleged to be the 
giving of quotations to customers in the country 1 
or 2 cents below the market, and settling up their 
accounts on that basis. Complaint was made by 
another party in the seed crowd, and some peopie 
imputed it to business rivalry, but,so far as can 
be learned,’the alleged facts are not disputed. 

It now appears that the Ricker corn is not to 
come on the market after all—that is, not at pres- 
ent. Some of it has already been delivered and 
paid for, and the rest is understood to have been 
taken hold of by MceGeoch & Wells, of Milwaukee, 
and Kent, of this city, and it will be cared for by 
them as if it were their own, which means that it 
won't be dumped on the market at the risk of 
producing a big deeline. The rumor of this fact 
had a great deal more to do with the stiffening of 
the marketthan the reported victory of the Eng- 
lish in Egypt, which was mentioned as the reason 
for higher prices all around.

FINISHERS CONSIDEKING THE SsITUATION— 

THE TROUBLE LIKELY TO BE SETTLED. 

PirrsBuRG, Penn., Sept. 18,—The striking 
iron-workers of the district are wrestling with two 
horns of a dilemma, one of whieh means the disso- 
lution of the Amalgamated Association and the 
new scale; the other a surrender to the terms of 
the manufacturers and a perfect organiza- 
tion. Knowing ones are of opinion that the 
strikers will grasp the latter horn, and 
this is borne out by the action of the 
finishers at a meeting held to-day. Two hundred 
of the 5,000 finishers met, with President Jarrett in 


the chair. The session lasted several hours, and 
the tenor of the discussion was that the time had 
arrived for terminating the lock-out. The meeting 
was called ostensibly tor the purpose of organizing 
tbe finishers into a separate body, which would 
not be subservient to the will of the pud- 
dlers, who are in the majority and who 
alone will benefit by the strike should the 
men win. No definite steps were taken in 
this direction. A majority deprecated hasty 
action in the matter of withdrawing from the as- 
sociation, and it was finally agreed to await the 
action of the puddlers. At the request of the con- 
vention President Jarrett to-night issued a call for 
a meeting of puddlers for to-morrow. The action of 
the puddlers will settle the matter one way or the 
other. If they decline to give up the new 
scale and decide not to boil iron for 
$5 50 per ton, then the finishers will undoubt- 
edly withdraw from the association and go 
to work. Should the puddlers, on the other hand, 
decide that the fight has gone on long enough and 
come down gracefully, then the long strike will be 
atanend. ‘The belief is universal that the con- 
servative element among the puddiers. will 
triumph. Itis very probable not less than 10 iron 
mills will start up in the finishing departments on 
Monday no matter what action is taken at to-mor- 
row’s meeting. President Jarrett will not exrpess 
an opinion one way or the other further than hint- 
ing that if nothing is done to aggravate the pud- 
dlers the trouble will soon cease.

JAY GOULD’S ROAD AGENTS 


NIAGARA NOT READY TO 8TAND 
AND DELIVER. 


‘*DICK’’ CROWLEY AND THE RING FIGHTING 
DESPERATELY FOR THEIR MASTER, 
GOULD — WADSWORTH MADE THEIR 
SCAPEGOAT—A FEELING FOR CORNELL 
WHICH WILL MAKE ITSELF MANIFEST. 

Lockport, N. Y., Sept. 11.—The hand 
of the Administrati6n has been laid heavily 
upon Niagara County, and the command has 
been given to stand and deliver Wadsworth 
delegates. Ths road agent in this case is Con- 
gressman ‘Dick’? Crowley. His following 
comprises the gentlemen whose long and suc- 
cessful experience in the management of ma- 
chine politics has given them the reproachful 
title of the Niagara County Ring. Arrayed 
against Mr. Crowley and this ring are the 
Garfield Republicans and those conservative 
members of the party who believe that the 
ring ought to be broken for the good of the 
party name, if not for the benefit of a long- 
scandalized community. The sentiment of 
the county is distinctively in favor of the 
renomination and re-election of Gov. Cornell, 
chiefly on the ground that he has made a good ' 
Governor, It has been strengthened during 
the past few weeks by the attacks which 
have been made upon his character by news- 
papers controlled by Jay Gould and by the Ad- 
ministration. The fact stands out in bold re- 
lief that he is not atool of corporations and 
cannot be bullied by Mr. Conkling or bribed 
by Jay Gould to sign bills whose passage re- 
quires the corruption of a majority of both 
branches of the Legislature. 

A bitter fight is now in progress all over the 
county between the ring men and honest Re- 
publiaans. The former control upward of 100 
sworn officers of the Government and em- 
ployes on the canal and its extensive 
locking system at this point. In_ spite 
of the great advantages thus secured to them 
they have been fought determingdly and with 
remarkable success. The result of the strug- 
gle cannot be predicted, so even are the 


chances of the two factions to-day. It has 
been asserted that this isa Wadsworth county. 
This is a great mistake, as any fair-minded 
man must be convinced who takes the trouble 
to discuss political affairs with the people who 
come into Lockport on business from the sur- 
rounding country. ‘Their first choice is Gov. 
Cornell, of whose administration they have 
knowledge from its eminently practical results. 
Mr. Wadsworth is second choice and Judge 
Folger is apparently nowhere. In _ sup- 
porting the attack of Jay Gould upon 
the Governor the Administration’s agents 
have resorted to the old trick of indorsing a 
candidate whose delegates may eventually be 
employed to defeat Gov. Cornell. Mr. Wads- 
worth happens to be that candidate in Niagara. 
He was pitched upon, so it is generally 
thought, because State Senator Ellsworth, 
whose home and political influence are here, 
has a kindly remembrance of the elder Wads- 
worth, of whose staff he was a member dur- 
ing the war. The Administration Stalwarts 
have been talking up Wadsworth until their 
tongues are tired. They have been given so 
lively a chase by their opponents that their 
legs ache. They will be heartily glad when 
the canvass is over and they can cease their 
labors in behalf of a gentleman with whom 
they have at heart no sympathy, and at whose 
candidacy they privately sneer. 

In pursuance of this programme to kiil off 
Gov. Cornell, as they express it, the ring 
which has control of the county and district 
organizations called snap caucuses in the town 
ot Wheatfield and in the four wards of thecity 
of Lockport, both of which are in the First 
Assembly District. Although totally unpre- 
pared to act on account of the brief period be- 
tween the calling and the holding of the cau- 
cuses, the anti-ring Republicans went vigor- 
ously to work. Certain influences had been 
brought into operation in Wheatfied which de- 
termined in advance that the ring had “ fixed” 
matters there to suit itself. No effort there- 
fore was made to contest ring superiority in 
that town, but the entire strength of the anti- 
ring was massed in the four wards of 
this city. The caucuses were held last Friday. 
‘The ring, after a protracted fight, secured the 
six delegates of the First and Fourth Wards. 
The anti-ring men won the three delegates of 
the Second Ward and elected a contesting del- 
egation of three in the Third. If the caucus 
had been honestly conducted in the Third 
Ward that delegation, too, would have been 
wrested from the ring. Affidavits are in prep- 
aration to prove this. Thisis the old ward of 
Mr. Crowley’s, and he could not afford to have 
it published abroad that it had gone against 
him. He mustered a gang of Administration 
men and went to werk. With him were Thom- 
as L. Van Valkenburgh, the Government’s Su- 
pervising Inspector of Stgam Vescels in the dis- 
trict; two United States Commissioners, Mark. 
McDonough and John E. Pound, and Mayor 
E. W. Rogers. The particular duty assigned 
Mr. McDonough was the marshaling of his 
Celtic friends; that of Mr. Pound’s was to take 
charge of the colored voters. The story goes 
that an aged colored villager, with a weakness 
for ‘straddles’? and ‘gigs’? and that other 
game of chance known as poker, got into some 
difficulty, in which he was represented as the 
keeper of a gambling den. Mr. Pound be- 
friended him, and in turn his influence with 
the colored brethren was demanded on this oc- 
casion. The lock-keepers, the mud-scow men, 
and the bank watchers, as the various gangs 
are designated, into which the canal employes 
are divided, were all ordered to the polls and 
required to vote the ticket prepared 
by Mr. Crowley. Many Democrats were 
also voted by the ring managers, as the affida- 
vits will show. The number of fraudulent 
votes that were cast is variously estimated at 
trom 30 to 50. The excitement on both sides 
was intense throughout the day. About 500 
votes were polled, and on figuring up the re- 
sult the ring men admitted that they had 
secured their delegation by a bare majority of 
5 votes. If anything was wanting to 
strengthen the belief that the caucus had 
been conducted in a fraudulent manner it was 
found in a subsequent act of the ring men, 
They secured possession of the caucus list of 
voters, and have ever since declined to permit 
the opposition even to inspect it, although a 
formal demand to this effect has been made 
upon them. 

In the First and in the! Fourth Wardj the 
ring men were compelled to labor as they had 
never labored before in securing successful re- 
sults. Men employed in the District Customs 
Collector’s department, notably one named 
Gibbs, were required to man the polls and 
work against the interests of the Cornell peo- 
ple. Mr. Crowley received a bad fright in this 
ward, although subsequent events showed that 
he had less to fear in 1t than in any other one 
of the four. Senator Ellsworth, Postmaster 
Hubbard, three lock-tenders, Deputy Collector 
of Internal Revenue Ellis, and a Custom-house 
officer from over at Toronto in her Majesty’s 
dominions yelled vigorously in support of the 
Wadsworth boom and steered Republicans 
and Democrats alike into the polling-place 
to vote for men who were nominally Wads- 
worth delegates. The Cornell Republicans 
managed to poll 50 more votes than had ever 
before been polled against the ring in this its 
chief stronghold. In the Fourth Ward Assist- 
ant Postmaster Dickerson, a. United States 
gauger named Butterick, and County Treas- 
urer Lewis headed the ring reserves. As the 
net result of the day’s struggle, the ring se- 
cured 6 delegates where in former years it was 
certain of the entire 12. With the 4 elected 
in Wheatfield the ring has now 10 of the 29 dele- 
gates who will meet in the Distzict Convention 
next Monday to select 3 delegates to Sara- 
toga. The four towns, Pendleton, rt, 
Cambria, and Royalton will furnish the 13 
remaining delegates to be selected in cau- 
cus, and the caucuses for this p have 
been called for the coming Saturday. The 
Cornell men are strongly intrenched in these 
towns and are hopeful of carrying, if not all 
four, at least three of them. Under these cir- 
cumstances, and with a contest over one set of 
delegates, the chances of the ring men secur- 
ing the District Convention and 
Wadsworth delegates are not altogether flat- 
tering. 

From the foregoing recital of details some 
idea may be gathered of the manner in which

the ring controls the politics of Niagara 
County and muzzles public sentiment, 
Custom-house employes, Post Office em~< 
ploy: and light-house keepers _ all are 
conpelled to take a hand in the political wran< 
les. The relatives of these men even 
ullied into doing the same thing, the positio 

of their office-holding kindred being the thin, 
that are represented as likely to be sacrifi 
upon refusal to do the ring’s bidding. Prom~< 
ises of patronage and position are made that 
are never kept. Mr. Crowley is one of a com« 
mittee to locate Government buildings, and hi 
soon made himself understood to the owner 0} 
a stone quarry whom he desired to act as@ 
delegate. The man consented, and will now 
probably enter into a calculation as to how 
much stone he would be pleased to furnish the 
Congressman for his Denver Post Offica 
building. ; ‘ 

So determined is the opposition to the ring,, 

and so strong is the desire in the county ta 
send six Cornell delegates to Saratoga, that 
Congressman Crowley has been compelled for 
nearly a fortnight past to devote himself ex- 
clusively to devising ways and means for pre- 
venting it. In company with the Customs 
Collector, Mr. Ben Flagler, he spent Sunday. 
in scouring the county for reinforcements, He 
depends upon Mr. Flagler largely to muzzle 
the Republicans of the Second Assembly Dis-. 
trict, in which Suspension Bridge, the seat 
of Customs, and the village of Niagara Falls 
are both situated. Mr. Flagler is a willing 
agent, for he knows that his official posi- 
tion depends upon his political activ- 
ity. Jay Gould could hire no twa 
more active agents if he was to pick them him- 
self, instead of leaving that matter to Mr. 
Conkling and to the Administration. The at- 
tempt to work upa Wadsworth sentiment 
through such men has not proved a signal 
.suecess in the Second District, where the labor- 
ing classes and the farmers are sufficiently sat- 
‘isfied with Gov. Corne!l to desire his renomi< 
nation. A triumvirate composed of ‘ Dick’* 
‘and *‘ Ben” and “ Jimmy” will guard the Sec. 
ond District and, if possible, prevent Cornell 
delegates from being elected in the caucuseg 
which are to be held the latter part of thig 
week. ‘‘ Jimmy” isa new-comer on the field 
which has already been briefly surveyed 
in this article, although he is by nq 
means a stranger to this part of the State. 
Recognizing the rare diplomatic skill of the 
,gentleman and the necessity of having some 
Consular agent to protect American citizens, 
as well as uphold the dignity of the old_ flag, 
Mr. Arthur appointed ex-Assemblyman James 
Low Consul at Clifton. Clifton isat the other 
end of the Suspension Bridge which spans the 
Niagara. It has two hotels, three or four 
cheap refreshment saloons, a museum, and one 
menagerie, whose principal attraction 1s, or was 
until quite recently, a young bul! calf of the 
bison order. When Queen Victoria counts 
up the number of her Clifton subjects, she 
holds up her thumb for one Indian, the 


forefinger for his squaw, two other fingers for ~ 


‘an English couple, and the little digit fora 
Jew who owns the museum and menagerie, 
and who didn’t immigrate from Russia either. 
Mr. Low has an office near the bridge and 
within plain sight of his own private coal 
office on the American bank. The Stars and 
Stripes flutter from a flagstaff on its roof. The 
same kindly breeze throws open the folds of 
the English jack a few rods further up the 
street. Mr. Low has established friendly re- 
lations with the English colony. He has 
made an excellent Consul and is_popu- 
lar with Americans visiting on British 
soil. They do not call upon him 
for protection when detected in smuggling In- 
dian curiosities, and he in turn feels duly 
thankful for their consideration. But Consul 


Low’s duties do not require all his time and 


attention. Congressman Crowley 1s aware of 
this, and expects him to do a fair share of po- 
litical work on the American border. Mr. 
Low will enter readily into the canvass, dis- 
cussing with some show of earnestness the idea 
that Gov. Cornell’s fatal mistake was in not 
making a State park of the land in the vicinity 
of the Falls. But even such an issue as this 
fails to excite enthusiasm in the village. Only 
the few wealthy persons who own land there- 
about and desire to sell it at a very high price 
ever talk about a State or an international 
park, The whole subject is considered a hum- 
bug. The cry about it is believed to have been’ 
gotten up by somebody for a real estate specu- 
jation. Anti-ring Republicans are watching 
with much interest the course of the triumvi- 
rate in the Second District. , 
The opposition to the ring in the county is 
“headed by Mr. Willard A. Cobb, In his news- 
paper, the Lockport Journal, he has beena 
strong advocate of Gov. Cornell’s renomina- 
tion. In common, however, with a number of 
influential gentlemen who side with him, he is 
a friend of the arrezsnt ex-Senator, and has re~ 
frained from criticising him. He has not been 
slow to point out to Niagara Republicans that 
they were being hoodwinked by the Adiminis- 
tration, and that every vote for a Wadsworth 
delegate was in reality one for Folger or any 
other Administration candidate who may 
hereafter be selected, and, therefore, one 
against Gov. Cornell. If the ring men should 
succeed in securing Wadsworth delegates from 
either of the two districts their policy will be 
to bave them go to Saratoga uninstructed and 
unpledged. In this they show the hollowness’ 
of their Wadsworth professions. They will not 
permit them to be pledged to Mr. Wads- 
worth because they will have other uses for 
them. The name of Senator Ellsworth is men- 
tioned as one of the delegates from the First 
District, providing the ring controls them. 
His political relations are not with Mr. Wads- 
worth, and his acquaintances say he will not 
long hesitate about abandoning the son of his 
old commander when the fortunes of the Ad- 
ministration demand his support. Until Niag- 
ara County is decided positively to have been 
carried by the Gould-Conkling clique it would 
be well for a suspension of judgment to be

WHO IS THE DARK HORSE? 
QUEER TALK OF ADMINISTRATION MEN IN 
CERTAIN QUARTERS. 

Avusurn, Sept. 11.—‘‘Is Folger really 
the candidate of the. Administration for .Gov- 
ernor of this State ?”’. is the question one is im- 
pelled to ask after listening to some of the 
stories told in this section.of the country, in 
the neighborhood of Secretary Folger’s own 
home, where, by the way, he is not the choice 
of the people. The question seems to be an 
absurd one, but some of the reasons for asking 
it will, when stated, make it appear far from 
improbable that Mr. Folger is being made use 
of asa convenient person to raily delegates 
about and to draw off strength from Cornell, 
for whom the people are daily acquiring great- 
er respect and expressing greater admira- 
tion for his fearless and public-spirited 
administration of his office. Meeting a4 
gentleman to-day who had just come from 
Geneva, where he had held an extended con 
versation with the Secretary of the Treasury, 
he reported that Mr. Folger expressed his 
doubts as to whether he was really to be made 
the candidate of the Administration men. To 
Mr. Folger, as to some other Kepublicans, the 
intimation had come that it was the hope of 
the Conkling-Gould men to obtain a sufficient 
number of delegates against Cornell, and for 
Folger, or anybody else, to prevent Cornell’s 
nomination on the first ballot. With that ob- 
ject accomplished, and the convention brought 
to a point where combinations would have 
to be made, it is, suggested that tha 
Administration will present their ‘dark 
horse” and try to rush him through 
with a whirl. The idea that Gen. Grant waa 
to be the ‘*dark horse” has been abandoned 
since it was discovered that he is ineligible by 
reason of the fact that he has not resided in 
the State for five years, and has not come 
within the constitutiona! requirement in that 
respect. The efforts of the Administration iz 


this section to divert support from Cornell 
have been directed principally by a person 
whom ex-Senator Woodin delights to call Mr. 
Thomas Cat Platt. No man in the State is 
more anxious to defeat Cornell than Platt— 
unless it be Conkling—but no man is less anx- 
ious than Platt to see Folger nominated. He 
is reported here to ‘have declared on sev-

With a persistency 
worthy of a better cause Mr. Knapp has en- 
deavored to preach Platt effectively, and con- 
vert men to Platt, but without marked success, 

te has said something about Folger’s chances 
now and then, but no one has heard 
him declare that he was for Folger. He 
tould scarcely be expected to be overheated 
for Folger, for the Secretary fought Knapp’s 
appointment for Collector of Internal Reve- 
hue for months, and was then understood to 
have reluctantly consented that he should take 
the oftice. Like a good oftice-holder, Mir. Knapp 
Pp i ie haat sd bsgaes + . ng’ — for the 
onan’ Wastenek jo by the report of the 
0 st: -onvestion, held on Satur- 
day, Mr. Knapp’s efforts were wasted, and 
the convention instrneted its delegates for 
Cornell for Governor, Knapp was at the con- 
vention, but not as a delegate, as his own town 
would not choose him as one of the members 
of tie body, His office is in the First District, 
which on Saturday nominated Mr, Chauncey J. 
W ethey, a man who is well known, has served 
as a Supervisor, and is to be the successor of 
Mr. Thomas Hunter in the Assembly. With 
the aid of the officers under him, and assisted 
also by Marshal ** Clint’? McDougall, who was 
spurned as a candidate for Congress, Mr 
Knapp hopes to secure a blind delegation from 
the Second District in the convention to be 
beld on the 14th. The district is warm for 
Cornell, and if the opinions of well-informed 
men here are not far wide of the true state of 
feeling, a delegation will be chosen and in- 
structed for Cornell’s renomination. Still 
another reason is given for Platt’s opposition 
to Folger. In the Sundry Civil bill considered 
and passed at the last session of Congress there 
Was inserted in the Senate Committee on Ap- 
priations an item providing $25,000 for the 
introduction into the Government service 
of the Pintsch lighted buoy. T. C. Platt is 
President of the company which owns this 
patent, and he visited Washington for the 
purpose of lobbying the amendment into the 
bill, Platt is reported as having used ‘cuss 
words” in characterizing Folger’s indifference 
to the buoy, when by a word he could have 
Becured the appropriation asked for. After 
the Senate had passed the bill with the item in, 
the House struck it out. That cancellation of 
pa fatitem for Platt is said here to have made 
Platt a sure enemy of the Hon. 
Frank Hiscock, who, as the head 
of the Appropriations Committee, is 
accused of permitting the sacrifice to be made 
without a word of disapproval. So bitter was 
Platt’s disappointment and so deep the deter- 
mination to be revenged that itis said Platt 
sent a Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue 
named W. O. Bui, formerly Postmaster at 
Homer, to Syracuse to ascertain if it were 
not possible to get James J. Belden or 
some Other Republican candidate in place of 
Hiscock, and thus defeat him. It is said, by 
the way, that besides the aid of ‘‘ Clint’? Mc- 
Dougall and Postmaster Woodruff in the Stal- 
Wart canvass in Cayuga, Mr. Knapp has re- 
ceived tbe assistance of Mr. Henry W. An- 
drews, a clerk in the Indian Bureau of the In- 
terior Department, who has spent some time 
in this place to no effect whatever. 

Not only are the Gould and Conkling men to 
be worsted in their fight against the renomina- 
tion of Cornell so far as Cayuga is concerned, 
but they are to be as signally defeated in their 
attempt to force McDougall as a candidate for 
Congress. ‘Ihe probability is that Mr. Sereno 
BE. Payne, who has secured the Cayuga dele- 
gates, will be the candidate. Wayne is for 
John H, Camp, while Seneca is for Harrison 
Chamberlain. Wayne and Cayuga have each 
12 delegates and Seneca 6. Whoever can get 
the Seneca delegates can get the nomination. 
Mr, Chamberlain is now on the State Com- 
mittee, and would be glad to be chosen again 
asa member. The general impression is that 
Chamberlain will be assured of his election to 
the position of committeeman, and that 
Seneca’s votes will then be cast for Payne as 
a consideration, Mr. Chamberlain to take his 
chances hereafter of gaining a seat in Con- 
gress, 

E-x-Senator Woodin, who lives here, is tak- 
ing no part in polities, and is doing no talking 
worth reporting. Sofaras heard from, he is 
against all the candidates named. He is 
against Cornell, he dislikes and is opposed to 
Folger, and he don’t want Wadsworth, Un- 
less Folger should be nominated, itis not at 
all likely that Mr. Woodin will enter the can- 
vass to oppose either of the other candi- 
dates, but it is asserted that he is 
prepared, if Folger should be ovut at 
the heid of the ticket, to tell some 
things which he believes would very material- 
ly diminish his chances of an election. Gen. 
Knapp, who is ordinarily a hopeful and enthu- 
siastic man, is nowadays mysterious and 
solemn, as many of his Stalwart brethren are 
about tbe State. He was found in his office, 
which he has been fitting up very tastefully 
for the transaction of internal revenue busi- 
ness. He had not quite recovered from the 
Second Assembly District Convention, which 
he had attended to keep things right for the 
Administration, and had heard instruct its 
delegates for Cornell. With an air of apparent 
regret for Cornell’s friends he referred toa 
number of counties in which delegates had 
been chosen without instructions, but which 
are credited to Cornell, and expressed 
his belief that they would be ‘for Folger or 
somebody.”’ It was his opinion, also, that the 
First Cayuga District would refuse to instruct 
its delegates, and thatsome of them would be 
against Cornell in the convention. If the feel- 
ing for Cornellis as strong and true in the 
First as it was in the Second the convention 
will follow the example of the Second District. 
Ex-Senator Theodore M. Pomeroy desired to 
go to the State Convention from the Second 
District, He had allowed the impression to 
go abroad that he was against a Conk ing 
tandidate, but he had not emphatically 
declared himself for Cornell. Being nat- 
urally in sympathy with the men banded 
together as a Merchants, Manufacturers and 
Producers’ Union, and having at one time 
made an argument against the Railroad Com- 
mission bill, which the union proposes to pun- 
ish Cornell for signing, the convention fought 
shy of Mr. Pomeroy, whese telegraphic dis- 
patches, sent to the convention while it was in 
Bession, announcing that he was in favor of 
Cornell’s renomination, were effectual only in 
securing him 21 out of 94 votes cast. 

Here in Auburn, as in other cities, the 
movement among the business men to secure a 
Governor and Assemblymen who are opposed 
to railroad regulation by the Legislature is 
manifested, and, on the other hand, the voters 
are asserting their privileges to-resist the propo- 
sition that any class of business men shall dic- 
tate to the Governor or the Legislature. ‘This 
tendency is growing with apparent indiffer- 
ence to the storm of opposition it may arouse, 
and no one can safely predict that 1t will not 
define an issue that will stir the State from 
end to end before the election is over.

PROSPECTS IN ILLINOIS 


Rae Scare 
REPUBLICAN SUCOESS GENERALLY 
PREDICTED. 

MEETING OF THE STATE CENTRAL COM- 
MITTEE—MR. BLAINE HOLDS A RECEP- 
TION — FAVORABLE REPORTS FROM 
NEARLY EVERY DISTRICT. 

CuicaGco, Sept. 18.—The meeting of the 
Republican State Centra] Committee of Illi- 
nois at the Grand Pacific Hotel this afternoon 
was a glorious omen of the future success of 
the old party, and a strong evidence of the en- 
thusiasm which prevails within its ranks, The 
Hon. James G. Blaine arrived at 9 o’clock this 
morning, accompanied by his son, Walker 
Blaine, and was assigned to Parlor No, 3, 
where he received an immense number of call- 
ers during the morning. About 11 o’clock the 
members of the State Central Committee, 
headed by A. M. Jones, United States Marshal 
and Chairman, and accompanied by the 
Congressional and State candidates and other 
distinguished gentlemen, proceeded to Mr. 
Blaine’s parlor in a body. Mr. Jones, in a 
neat little speech, introduced the visitors col- 
lectively, and then stood beside the ex-Senator 
and introduced each of the callers individually. 
Mr. Blaine had a pleasant word for each, and 
said to Gen. Kueffner, of St. Clair County: 
“So you are running against Morrison? 
Well, I nope you will beat him.’”’ Mr, Blaine 
did not remain for the session of the 
committee, but left at 12 o'clock for 
Topeka, Kan., where he will attend the Sol- 
diers’ Reunion. To several friends with whom 
he conversed, he expressed his lively satisfac- 
tion over the result of the election in Maine, 
and thought that Repubiican prospects could 


not possibly be better than they are at pres- 
ent. Among the gentlemen who called were 
the following: Joseph G. Cannon, Danville; 
Capt. J. H. Rowell, Bloomington; Gen. Wil- 
liam C. Keuffner, Belleville; Judge E. B. 
Green, Mount Carroll; Robert R. Hitt, Wil- 
liam Aldrich, Chicago; Horace C. Burchard, 
Freeport, Director of the Mint; the Hon. 
Green B. Raum, Senators T. B. Needles, John 
R. Tanner, J. N. Carter, Thomas F. Mitchell, 
the Hon. John C, Smith, candidate for State 
Treasurer; Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton, the Hon. 
C. T. Stratton, condidate for Superintendent 
of Publie Instruction, and fully a hundred 
more prominent Kepublicans from different 
parts of the State, all of whom were present 
at the conference which took place immedi- 
ately after the visit to Mr. Blaine. 

Chairman Jones explained that the object 
of the meeting was to obtain the views not 
only of the Republican Congressional candi- 
dates, but of all other candidates and Repub- 
licans in various parts of the State. For that 
reason the conference had been called. The 
candidates for Congress were first called on to 
give their views. Capt. Rowell, of the Four- 
teenth District, was the first one tospeak. He 
seid that in his district the Congressional, Le- 
gislative, and county tickets were in the field, 
and the Republicans were all wide awake. 
There were two Congressional candidates— 
Stevenson, Democrat and Greenbacker, and 
Hart, Prohibitionist. We said that that dis- 
trict seemed to be the head-quarters of side 
issues. Hart was working hard, and there 
was a strong Prohibition element in the dis- 
trict, and he believed that their leaders were 
working in the interest of the Democrats. 
Still he believed he would carry the district by 
a good majority as the Republicans were 
working hard. 

The Hon. Joseph C. Cannon, of the Fit- 
teenth District, gave a very hopeful report of 
the condition of affairs in the Congressional 
district, in which he is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, The outlook for the county and legisla- 
tive tickets was excellent. The only danger 
that he could see ahead might be the possible 
apathy of the Republicans, But he thought 
that a thorough organization would do away 
with that. In conclusion he expected a rous- 
ing Republican victory in Ilinois. 

Major M. Claughrey, of Joliet, responded 
on behalf of the Eleventh District. The outlook 
fora Republican victory and the election of 
Mr, B, F. Marsh, the Congressional candidate, 
was good. Major Beardsley also gavea fine 
report from that district. Mr. Rogers, of the 
Twelfth, or “Singleton’’ District, stated that 
the Democratic majority in the district was 
about 6,000. The Republicans had made no 
nomination, and the two candidates in the field 
were Gen. Singleton, Independent Democrat 
and Greenbacker, and Mr. Riggs, regular 
Democrat. Mr. Carter, of the same district, 
said that he believed the Republicans of the 
district would, as a general thing, support 
Gen. Singleton, as a Republican would not be 
placed in the field. He thought that Gen. Sin- 
gleton would give Mr. Riggs a close rub for 
the election. 

Judge Green, Congressional candidate in the 
Sixteenth District, said that that district was 
Democratic by about 10,000 majority, and 
when he was nominated he had some wisgiv- 
ings, but since then he had been making a vig- 
orous canvass, and he believed that with 
sroper assistance from the Central Committee 
be could carry the district and redeem it from 
the Democrats. He wanted assistance 
in the way of good speech-making, c. 
With such assistance he would certainly 
win, William H. Barlow, candidate for Con- 
gress in the Seventeenth District, said that the 
district was solidly Democratic, and there was 
very little hope for a Republican. Still he 
would do the best he couid. Gen. William C. 
Kueffner, of St. Clair County, candidate for 
Congress against William R. Morrison, in the 
Eighteenth District, reported his chances very 
good. A Prohibition convention had been 
cailed for the 27th inst. at East St. Louis, but 
it was probable that no candidate would be 
put in the field by them. The issue of the 
campaign between Col. Morrison and himself 
was the tariff issue, and he intended to hold 
Col. Morrison to that issue. The temperance 
question was not a factor in the canvass, and 
so far as it was concerned he would take care 
of that issue. The principal supporter of Col. 
Morrison—Gov. Koerner—bad run away from 
Morrison’s platform. He believed the district 
would remain Republican for 10 years. 

Col. Martin, of the Nineteenth District, said 
that the district commenced in St. Louis and 
wound up in Kentucky. It was 4,500 Demo- 
cratic, but if the committee insisted upon it 
the Republicans would carry it. Gen. J. C. 
Smith, candidate for State Treasurer, said 
that from careful observation he believed the 
Republican majority in the State would be be- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 in November, Con- 
gressman Sherwin, of the Fifth District, was 
certain that the Republicans of the district 
would elect their nominee by a rousing major- 
ity, and he was going to pitch in and help 
them doit. Gen. Green B, Raum said that 
Capt. Thomas would no doubt be re-elected in 
the Twentieth District, where he resided. He 
believed that with an earnest effort Judge 
Green could be elected in the Sixteenth Dis- 
trict. He thought that Gen. Kueffner 
could beat Morrison in the Belleville district 
if he was properly assisted. In regard to the 
Quincy district he did not believe that the 
election of Gen. Singleton, Independent Dem- 
ocrat, by Republican voters, would further 
the interests of the Republican Party. Gen. 
Singleton was a Democrat pure and simple, 
and the fact that he bolted the caucus did not 
make him any better. He believed a Republi- 
can should be nominated there to help the 
State ticket.

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PLEAS FOR THE CRIMINALS 


MOTIONS YESTERDAY IN THE STAR 
ROUTE CASES. 

ASKING A RETRIAL FOR MINERAND RERDELL 
—THEIR IMMEDIATE RELEASE ON BAIL 
REFUSED—VAILE’S BOND INCREASED— 
SPEEDY RETRIAL OF THE UNCONVICTED 
MEN. 

Wasurneton, Sept. 18.—The results of 
to-day’s hearing before Judge Wylie are that 
the motions for a new trial made in behalf of 
Miner and Rerdell will be argued and the de- 
cision of the court will be givenon Friday next; 
that the court has refused to release Miner and 
Rerdell on bail before the arguments are made, 
and that Vaile’s bonds have been increased 
to $10,000. Counsel for Miner endeavored 
to direct the court’s attention to Foreman 
Dickson’s statement, butthe court refused to 
consider anything but affidavits properly 
filed. In support of the motions in behalf 
of the two prisoners, Mr. Henkle was of the 
opinion that Judge Wylie had told the jury 
that they might find only two of the defend- 
ants guilty, one of whom must be Brady, but 
the Judge showed that he had said that the 
jury might find any two of them guilty 


without referring to Brady in that connec- 
tion. The remarks, both of the counsel and 
the Judge, were in accordance with universal 
sentiment about the absurdity and inconsisten- 
cy of the verdict. ‘I told the jury,’ said 
Judge Wylie, ‘that they could not convict 
one man alone. ‘They found two men guilty. 
It was one of the mysteries of the jury-room 
as to the course which the jury traveled in 
reaching this verdict, put still it was a verdict 
which the jury had power to render un- 
der the instructions of the court, and 
I remain of the same opinion to-day, 
that, although in this conspiracy some were 
more prominent than others, some who were 
masters, while others were quite subordinate, 
and might even be called tools or instruments, 

et all members of the conspiracy were equally 

iable.’? Mr, Henkle remarked that the Judge 

had said that Brady was the key of the con- 
spiracy. ‘If there was a conspiracy,” dryly 
answered the Judge, *‘ he was the head of the 
arch, According to the theory of the crime 
there was nothing impossible in the verdict.” 

Most of the session was devoted to argu- 
ments for and against the temporary release 
of the prisoners on bail. Mr. Merrick gave no- 
tice that he would ask the court to fix Nov. 6, 
or the first Monday in December, for the be- 
ginning of the retrial. The affidavits of sev- 
eral jurors concerning the attempts made to 
bribe them have been placed in the hands of 
the Assistant District Attorney, and it is ex- 
pected that arrests will soon be made. 
There seems to be no doubt that 
Henry A. Bowen, who was appointed an 
agent of the Department of Justice 
on Aug. 22, had some conversation with Fore- 
man Dickson on Aug. 23 in the saloon to which 
Mr. Dickson refers in his statement, but in 
the absence of any witnesses who heard the 
conversation the issue between Mr. Dickson 
and Mr. Bowen will be one of veracity if they 
disagree as to the subject and nature of 
that conversation. ‘The person mentioned 
by Mr. Dickson as having approached another 
juror in the interest of the Government is un- 
derstood to be Frank H. Fall, The similarity 
of name has caused some annoyance to a mem- 
ber of the Bar named Alexander F. Falls. The 
Government will at once recall the absent 
agents who are mentioned by Dickson, so that 
they may be heard. The judicial proceedings 
in relation to the affidavits made by jurors 
promise to attract much attention. 

> 
DETAILS OF THE PROCEEDINGS. 

W ASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The Criminal Court 
met this morning, Judge Wylie presiding, for the 
purpose of hearing arguments on the motions en- 
tered upon Monday last for arrest of judgment in 
regard to Miner and Rerdell, and to increase the 
bonds of the defendants as to whom the jury failed 
to agree. Brady, Vaile, and J. W. Dorsey were 
present, and as soon as the court was called to 
order Rerdell and Miner entered, escorted by two 
Sheriffs. Mr. Henkle stated that yesterday he filed 
a motion to have the verdict set aside, as being un- 
reasonable and against the evidence. He thought 
it probable, from what appeared in the evidence— 

The Court (interrupting)—I am perfectly blind as 
to everything that takes place in the newspapers. 

Mr. Henkle~—In view of the very extraordinary 
statement made by the foreman of the jury, I 
thought that perhaps the court— 

Tne Court—The court cannot act on any state- 
ment in the newspapers, and really I have not 
read them. Butif there be any statement of con- 
sequence for the consideration of the court, it will 
have to be presentod in the form of an affidavit, so 
that it can become part of the records of the court. 

Mr. Henkle—I see from the papers that the fore- 
man of the jury has formally presented an affidavit 
to the District Attorney, and I thougnt that it pre- 


sented such matters as would render it necessary | 


that the court sheuld set aside the verdict. 

The Court—The court cannot act without some 
grounds, 

Mr. Henkle—The town is filled with all sorts of 
rumors, aud it is hardly necessary to say that the 
verdict was an extraordinary one. It would seem 
to be the proper thing for the court to do to set 
the verdict aside, and to treat these defendants 
who were convicted in the same manner as those 
to whom the jury failed to agree. They were cer- 
tainly not _ more guilty. I am very sure (if I 
may be permitted to refer to it) that that is the 
public sentiment 

The court said that that matter would be laid 
aside for the present, and that the matter of bonds 
would be taken up. He held that the subsisting 
bonds would continue in force as far as the defend- 
apts as to whom the jury failed to agree were 
eoncerned, and in this view Mr. Merrick concurred. 
Mr. Merrick, however, insisted that Vaile’s bond 
should be increased, and the court increased it 
from $1,000 to $10,000, L. P. Williamson, of Inde- 
pendence, Mo., becoming the surety. 

Coming back to the question of setting aside the 
verdict, Mr. Henkle expressed his opinion that the 
court would set it aside sua sponte. 

The Court—Probably if I were to take all the 
newspapers in town and judge by them I might be 
able to make up a judgment pretty soon, but I can- 
not decide this question in that way. 

Mr. Henkle argued that the verdict was incon- 
sistent with the scheme of the indictment. 

The Court—I told the jury that this was a case of 
conspiracy against several persons, and that it was 
necessary to find a verdict against two at least. 
They have found two guiity and acquitted one, 
Turner, who was not really prosecuted, and one 
who was dead and not tried, and have not been 
able to agree as to the others. It is one of the 
mysteries of the jury-room as to the course which 
the jury traveled in reaching the verdict which 
they did render, but still it was a verdict which the 
jury had a power to render under the instructions 
of the court. Though in this conspiracy there were 
some more prominent than others, who may be 
called the tools acting under the command of their 
leaders, yet all the members of the conspiracy, 
whether acting a superior or an inferior part, if 
found to be guilty by the jury, are equally liable. 
Astothe apportionment of the punishment the 
court, of course, uses its discretion, and may make 
a difference between the leaders and the led. 

Mr. Henkle—Your Honor said that it took two to 
make a conspiracy, but your Honor said during the 
progress of the trial that Brady was the key to the 
conspiracy. 

The Court—If there was a conspiracy he was at 
the head of the arch. 

Mr. Henkle argued that Brady was an essential 
partof the conspiracy, and that unless he were 
convicted the conspiracy could not have been made 
out. The verdict was an extraordinary one, and 
he could see in his Honor’s face that that was also 
his opinion. It wasa piece of gymnastics performed 
by a jury such as he had never before heard of. 

The court did not agree that Brady was an es- 
sential part of the conspiracy, but tnought that the 
verdict was consistent with the theory of the in- 
Gictment. He would be glad, however, to have 
Mr. Henkle present at some future time an argu- 
ment in support of his motion to set aside the 
verdict, and to support his argument by aflidavits. 

Mr. Henkle promised to do so, and then argued 
that until the motion for a new trial was disposed 
e _ convicted defendants should be released on 

ail. 

Mr. Merrick contended that bail should not be 
accepted after conviction except in cases where the 
court was pretty well satisfied that the party was 
nt guilty or when his being in jail imperiled his 

e. 

Mr. Ingersoll belisved that it was within the dis- 
cretion of the court to grant bail. ‘ 

Mr. Merrick admitted that it was within the 
power of the court to grant bail, but contended 
that it could only be done under peculiar circum- 
stances. ‘ 

Mr. Ingersoll suggested that if ‘‘ peculiar cireum- 
stances” was all that was necessary, the recent ver- 
dict supplied the peculiarity. 

Then a desultory discussion arose as to the prac- 
tice in the District of Columbia courts, and there 
was agreat diversity of opinion expressed. Mr. 
McSweeny, in adaing his quota of precedent, said 
that eg case was to be carried up to the Superior 
Court. 

The Court—I have no doubt you will. 

ir. McSweeny—There is a doctrine about “ going 
further and faring worse,”’ but we expect to go fur- 
therand fare better. Mr. McSweeny then appealed to 
the court to use its discretion in releasing Miner and 
Rerdell upon bail. He pictured the desolate con- 
dition of Miner’s family in a manner which brought 
tears to the eyes of the convicted man and called 
his Honor’s attention to the fact that there were 
strange rumors as to the jury, contending that the 
counsel for the defense should have the aid of 
their clients in ferreting out the source of those 
rumors. 

The Distriet Attorney (who appeared in court to- 
day for the first time in many we@xks) argued that 
all the precedents were against releasing men on 
bail after conviction. 

The court said that there had been two motions 
filed—for a new trial and for the release of the 
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parties on bail pending the appeal which was to be 


taken tothe Superior Court. Should the court 
come to the conclusion that the first motion be 
granted, th.t would entirely supersede and render 
unnecessary the decision of the second motion. 
He would, therefore, express no opinion on the 
second motion until the first was disposed of. As 
to Rerdell, the court could not forget the evidence’ 
of his confessions. He had confessed pretty 
strongly in this case. As to Miner, there was no 
confession that could bind him. The jury had 
found Miner guilty, and there was nothing in the 
law to prevent them finding these two particular 
defendants guilty, ‘ though,” continued his Honor, 
‘*we may all wonder how it was.” 

P “And still the wonder grew,” quoted Mr. Mc- 

weeny. 

The court said that he had not read the newspa- 
per stories, and he did not propose to read them or 
to pay any attention to the rumors that were float- 
ing around. But counsel had said that.they pro- 

osed to prepare some affidavits upon the motion 

or a new trial affecting the verdict of the jury, in or- 
der to show that there were some influences prevail- 
ing while the jury was sitting that disturbed the 
regularity of their finding. He did not wish to pass 
upon the motion for a new trial until the grounds 
therefor were laid before the court. That, he pre- 
sumed, could be done by Friday next. 

Mr, Merrick said that he had instructions from 
the Attorney-General to bring on the case for re- 
trial atas early a day as practicable. After the 
motion for a new trial was disposed of he would 
ask the court to fix Nov. 6 or Dec. 1 asthe date 
when the trial would be begun. 

The Court—I shall on Friday take up this motion 
for a new trial, with any affidavits presented, and 
shall decide it on that day. 

The court then adjourned until Friday at 10 
o'clock, District Attorney Corkhill, in reply to a 
question as to his proposed action in regard to the 
alleged bribery of the star route jury, said that 
there was no statement filed in his office, as far as 
he knew, upon which to base any action. Assistant 
District Attorney Moore. however, has in his 
possession the sworn statement of Foreman Dick- 
son, and will draw up intormation based upon it as 
soon as corroborating evidence can be obtained. 
A synopsis of this sworn statement is published 
this morning. It contains only one point in addi- 
tion to what was set forthin the statement which 
Dickson made yesterday. Dickson says that 
Bowen, in the course of the conversation in 
which he urged Dickson to secure the conviction 
of Brady and Dorsey, asserted that after convic- 
tion the President would pardon the defendants, 
possibly within 30 days. To Dickson’s inquiry on 
the point, Bowen answered that Bliss, Merrick, 
and Ker were entirely ignorant of this movement 
on.the part of Attorney-General Brewster. A card 
is published this morning, and extracts from it 
wore telegraphed last night, in which Mr. Alexan- 
der J. Falls denies any knowledge of Juror Hol- 
mead, and asserts that he was not in the court- 
room during the trial. It was not A. J. Falls who 
was referred to by Dickson, but Frank H. Fall, 
who is a lawyer, and who spent much time in the 
court-room. 

The following are the grounds on which the 
ccontat for Rerdell founds his motion for a new 
trial: 

Hirst—Misbehavior on the part of the Govern- 
ment. 

Second—Misbehavior of the jury. 

Third—Yhat the verdict is contrary to the evi- 
dence. 

Fourth—That the verdict is unreasonable. 

Fifth—Misbehavior of Government attorneys 
through the trial in referring to the failure of the 
defendants to testify, made and committed in the 
presence of the jury. 

Sixth—For other manifest reasons. 

Seventh—That the verdict is contrary to law. 

kighth—That the verdict is incomplete, imper- 
fect, and contradictory, and that no valid judg- 
ment and sentence can be rendered upon it. 

Ninth--That the verdict is based on evidence im- 
properly admitted by the court, of acts done prior

Fourteenth—That the court erred in instructing 
the jury to omit the name of J. M. Peck from the 
verdict. 

Fifteenth—That the court refused to give proper 
instructions asked to be given for this defendant.

GLEANINGS FROMTHE MAILS 


THE ISSUE 1N NEW- YORK. 

THE SITUATION AS VIEWED BY THE ABLEST 
DEMOCRATIC PAPER OF THE COUNTRY. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal, Sept. 10. 
The political situation in the great State of 

New-York, which for 10 years has been of para- 

mount interest to the Democrats, is shifting its 

importance round to the Republicans. The Dem- 
ocrats have no present considerable stake in the 
politics of New-York. The star of Democracy, 
like that of empire, ‘‘ Westward takes its way.” 

If we carry the Empire State this year it will bea 

result of the dissensions and blunders of the Re- 

publicans, not the offspring of any saving grace 
within ourselves. 

In truth, the coming Democratic leader in New- 
York has yet to be discovered. Of the two most 
energetic and aggressive aspirants to leadership, it 
may be said that Flower is not sufficiently devel- 
oped, while Hewitt is too much developed, 


and, though either might get a place by a 
scratch, neither is likely to vary the ad that “a 
short horse is soon curried.” Mr. Tilden is training 
his vines at Greystone and watching the wainscots 
and studying the frescoes of his new house in Gram- 
ercy Park. John Kelly, who seems incapable 
alike of redeeming his past or of rising above the 
guagmire of bicker and dicker into the atmosphere 
of ideas, is astride the same old Jack-horse he has 
been parading these five or six years, that 
‘*flery, untam’d steed, 

That carries double whea there’s need.” 
apparently uncertain whether he will ride behind 
Cornell or have the Democratic Party get up be- 
hindhim. ‘There isin Brooklyn, indeed, an excel- 
lent man; but somehow Brooklyn, when not re- 
garded by the average New-Yorker as a “ house to 
let,” is ruled out as a foreign city, and, in conse- 
quence. Gen. Slocum, who in politics has lacked 
nothing except good fortune, has been persistently 
ignored. So, as we said in the beginning, the 
Democratic Party of the country has at this time 
little or nothing to expect from New-York, which 
gains in consequence tothe Republicans what it 
loses of consequence to the Democrats. 

lf the current animated and embittered contest 
for the Republican nomination for Governor pro- 
ceeded anywhere else—if, for example, its inci- 
dents, issues, and personnel were transferred to 
Kentucky—we could predict with tolerable as- 
surance the result. Cornell would be overwhelm- 
ingly renominated. The case as it stands is no 
more nor less than a bold, undisguised effort of the 
most powerful capitalist in Wall-street to assert his 
personal prowess in the political affairs of the State 
and to punish a public officer’s preference of the 
public interest to his interest. Every argument ad- 
vanced by the Gould party has this cue and motive 
at its back. No reasons worthy of popular consid- 
eration are given for proscribing Cornell. It is not 
claimed that he has abused any official trust. The 
weapons with which he is assailed are all taken 
ftom the private armory of bis and Gould’s private 
business. His offense is shamelessiy confessed by 
those who do not deny that they propose to outlaw 
him because he refused to sign a Dill remitting 
taxes. Not a single substantiated fact dam- 
aging to his integrity has been proved, 
though many nojsy charges have been pre- 
ferred, but, on the other hand, charges 
which anywhere but in New-York would be ruin- 
ous have been made against Mr. Conkling, Mr. 
Gould’s attorney, and remain unanswered. Under 
such an array of circumstances, if the case were 
submitted to the people of Kentucky Republicans 
and Democrats alike, they would say: ‘* Be con- 
tent with your millions, Mr. Gould. Shinny on 
whichever side of Wali-street you please, Settle 
your scores with Mr. Cornell as you please. He 
may have got the best of you, as you have ot many 
another, and, if so, yo have your private right of 
redress and revenge. That is your affair; but do 
not look to us to pull your chestnuts out of the 
fire,’ anda, conceiving Mr. Cornell’s fitness for Gov- 
ernor to increase in the ratio of his divergence 
from Mr. Gould, they would defy the money power 
and assert their own, and the interposition of a 
national Administration wouid only serve to em- 
—* eleyate, and give piquancy to their reso- 

ution, 

This, be it remembered,of Kentucky. They do 
difterently in New-York, and hence it is not easy 
to prophesy the outcome of the coming Saratoga 
Convention. Mr. Gould is a manof vast wea'th. 
He is a man of great capacity. He has the energy, 
the industry, the ambition, and the temper for pub- 
lic and private domination. It is not improbable 
that his present purpose to punish Cornell is not 
alone the emanation of what he feels to be a justi- 
fied resentment. It may be more far-reaching in 
its aims. It may be intended as a warning to poli- 
ticlans generaliy. who, Mr. Gould has already told 
us, are wont to besiege him with “ propositions, 
applications, and threats.” Or, still ascending in 
the scale of ambition, Mr. Gould may not be con- 
tent with his millions, put, like Alexander, he 
may yearn for new fields of conquest. * * * 
But—and this we suggest with submission—we 
can not resist the impression that Mr. Gould 
will find before he is done with this business that 
it is difficult to ride two horses at once, even 
though they be New-York politics and Metropoli- 
tan finance. The leap from Wall-street to Sara- 
toga is considerable, and though, by the aid of the 
national Administration, Mr. Gould may make it, 
our notion is that, in the long run, he will find the 
costs disproportioned to the results. 

We end where we began, Cornell may be de- 
feated. But. if he is defeated, it will be the delib- 
erate sacrifice by a great party of a public officer 
for discharging his oath to the Constitution and 
doing his duty, because everybody knows that if 
the Governor had signed the elevated tax bill he 
would have the support, instead of the opposition, 
of Mr. Gould and Mr. Gould’s attorney, Mr. Conk- 
ling. The issue is as clear as an issue can be made, 
and, carrying in our mind a certainty as to what 
would come of itin Kemtucky, we are curious to 
see what will come of it in New-York.

UNPLEASANT AND THREATENING FACT

But itis not alonein the politics of New- 
York State that Mr. Gonld’s hand is seen. The 
other day the Democrats of Missouri assembled to 
nominate a candidate for Justice of the Supreme 
Court of that State.

MR. LEVIS VICTIM.

JESSIE MAILLARD HELD FOR THE GRAND 
JURY. 


The investigation in the case of Jessie 
Maillard, who is charged with perjury by Josep 
J. Levi, the father of her illegitimate child, war 
coneluded yesterday before Justice Murray. Thé 
first witness called was Mrs. Frederick Diemer, & 
midwife, at No. 67 West Thirty-sixth-street. 
She said that Miss Malllard called at her place 
some time last Fall, to answer an advertisement of 
achild for adoption. The witness sent her to a 
nurse named Hannitz, who lived at No. 238 West 
Thirty-third-ctreet. She was not pleased with its 
appearance, and went to see another child, which 
was living with a nurse named Conway, at No. 20¢ 


or 309 Fifteenth-street. She did not like this child 

so well as the other, and consequently adopted 

the first one. The child Miss Maiilard adopted was 

~— of a married Englishwoman, who was ncw 
ead. 

“Have you seen the prisoner since that time?” 
asked Mr. Palmer. 

“Yes,” replied Mrs. Diemer, ‘she called at m 
house on Tuesday last and requested me, in ease 
was called to testify in this matter, to say nothing 
of having given herthe child for adoption.” She 
was cross-examined by Judge Murray and Mr. 
Racey, and said that she gave out about one child 
each week for adoption, and kept no written 
records of who received them or of the patients 
who were taken care of in her establishment, but 
that she could remember erery woman who bad 
taken a child from her within the !ast year, and 
was sure that Jessie Maillard was the one who 
took the child of the Englishwoman. Mr. Levi’s 
attorney introduced in evidence a certified copy 
of the burial permit of an infant named Louis Hen- 
lein Levi, and said he proposed to show that the 
child which Jessie Maillard called the son of Mr. 
Levi, was, in reality, the fourth child she had taken. 

The case was then rested on both sides and 
Justice Murray held Miss Maillard for examination 
by the Grand Jury, in $1,000 bail. 

The prisoner was removed to the Police Court 
and placed in charge of Officers Aigure and Sin- 
clair, of the court squad, when she made an at- 
tempt, or feigned an attempt. at suicide. She 
rose to her feet in such a manner as to attract the 
attention of every one in the court-room, and 
drawing a small bottle from the folds of her dress, 
raised 1t to her lips, and then threw it from the win- 
dow. In an instant there was a great commotion, 
and a general rush toward her, which was 
promptly stopped by the court officers. Officers 
Aigure and Sinclair lea her down stairs into the 
female prison, and Dr. Jackson, the regular Tombs 
physician, was called. He administered an emetic, 
which took immediate effect. Miss Maillard said 
she had made the attempt at suicide to save her- 
self from the disgrace of having again to go 
through court and parade her misfortunes to the 
public. Sbe said she was deserted, poor, and friend- 
jess, and had no wish to live any longer. She said 
that the poison she had taken was laudanum. The 
bottle which she threw from the window broke 
upon the bars of a window below and the shat- 
tered pieces fell into the jail-yard. There was no 
moisture upon the stones from the fragments and 
the cork was in the broken neck of the bottle, nor 
was there any odor of laudanum from the broken 
pieces of glass. Dr. Jackson thinks that her at- 
tempt at suicide was feigned in order to excite 
sympathy, which she certainly deserves.

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FROM THE ARCTIC REGIONS 


THE RETURN OF MELVILLE, NIN- 
DERMAN, AND NOROS. 


THE BRAVE ENGINEER AND HIS COMPAN- 


IONS WELCOMED BY MANY FRIENDS— 
AN AFFECTING MEETING WITH RELA- 
TIVES—MELVILLE NOT PERMITTED TO 


TALK ABOUT THE JEANNETTE’S VOYAGE. 
Chief Engineer George W. Melville and the 


teamen William Noros and William Ninderman, 
survivors of the Jeannette arctic exploring expe- 
dition and of the party that discovered the dead 
bodies of Lieut. De Long and his eompanions, and 


Lieut. Robert M, Berry, of the burned arctic ex- 
ploring steamer Rodgers, arrived at this port yes- 
terday in the steam-ship Parthia. Atan early hour 


the Brooklyn Navy-yard’s tug Catalpa, with Lieut. 
W. 4H. Jaques, representing Commodore Upshur, 
was at the Quarantine landing awaiting informa- 
tion that the Parthia had been sighted. Acting un- 
der instructions received from the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington, Commodore Upshur thus pre- 
pared to receive the brave party of survivors with 
all the honors. On the tug, besides Lieut. Jaques, 
were Alexander Melville, a brother of the famous 
engineer; Mrs. Demarest, their sister, and 
her two daughters; Miss Anna Neuman, who, it 
was said, was betrothed to Ninderman, and her 
mother and brother; Dr. A. C. H. Russell, United 
States Navy; Capt. J. C. Morison, G. W. Linquist, 
who was one of the crew of the Polaris; Lieut. 
F. J. Drake, United States Navy; Capt. J. A. Wot- 
ten, father-in-law Sof the lamented Lieut. 
De Long; Commander Theodore F. Kane, 
United States Navy; Paymaster H. T. Skelding, 
United States Navy; Chief Engineer W. H. 
Maggee, United States Navy, and Paymaster 
Thomas T. Caswell, United States Navy. The 
naval officers, who were allin full uniform, were 
old friends and associates of Engineer Melville, and 
they were delighted at the prospect of once more 
greeting him. Lieut. Jaques invited the newspaper 
reporters to accompany his party, and provided 
for everybody’s comfort. At 9:20 o’clock he was 
informed by the telegraphic operatur at Quaran- 
tine that the Parthia had been sighted off Fire Isl- 
and. A short time after this the revenue cutter 
Chandler speeded down the Bay, and at the 
Quarantine dock Gen. Graham, Surveyor of the 
Port; Col. Samuel Minnes, and others of his staff, 
stepped ashore. They were invited on board the 
Catalpa. At noon the Health Officer of the port, 
Dr. Smith, also boarded the navy-yard tug, and 
Capt. Barrymore, under direction of Lieut. Jaques, 
ordered the lines cast off. The Catalpa then start- 
ed down the Bay. The handsome steam-yacht 
Ocean Gem, owned by George W. Clyde, having on 
board the Citizens’ and Aldermanic Committee of 


Reception, steamed close to the tug. Among those 
on the yacht were ex-Chief Engineer George W. 
Hall, H. C. Ellis, Chief Engineer Loring, United 
States Navy; P. M. Canfield, Chief Engineer J. J. 
Barry. United States Navy; John Collins, James 
Bryar, Lieut. John P. Kelly, United States Navy; 
Chief Engineer Louis J. Allen, United States Navy; 
Col. W. C. Church, Freeman J. Fithian, and Al- 
dJermen McClave, Roosevelt, and Brady. 

At1o’clock the Catalpa ran alongside the Par- 
thia, and Lieut. Jaques shouted tothe Captain of 
the Cunarder that the Health Officer was on the 
tug. The speed of the great vessel was checked 
and the tug was made fast to her. The Ocean 
Gem was at a considerable distance from the 
steam-ship. The passengers of the Parthia crowd- 
ed tothe side overlooking the tug, and as En- 
gineer Melville’s broad and smiling face was dis- 
covered by those on the tug they set up a shout of 
**'There’s Melville: God bless him!” A party of 
the Parthia’s passengers started the song “Home 
Again,” and it was taken up ali over the 
ship. The side port was opened and Dr. 
Smith, Gen. Graham, Col Minnes,§ and 
others clambered from the deck of the tug into the 
Parthia. Cheers were heard in the hold of the big 
vessel. Thena manof medium height, of large 
frame, strong and gentle, with a clear complexion, 
light brown hair, that was thick on the back of his 
bead and hardly perceptible on top, a sandy beard 
and mustache, and light blue eyes, who wore a 
well-worn brown suit of clothing, and who carried 
an old black slouch hat in his hand, made his ap- 
pearance at the opening. He jumped to the deck 
of the Catalpa, and, after clasping his old friend, 
Lieut. Jaques, in hisarms, made haste to the pilot- 
bouse of the tug, where the ladies of the party 
were seated. His sister and niecesSwere warmly 
smoraced by him, and everybody in the pilot-house 
wept as Melville sobbed convulsively and held his 
sister to his breast. He sat for a few moments 
with his relatives and listened to their attempts to 
utter words of welcome. He patted his stalwart 
brother on the back and affectionately called him 
“ Sandy.’’ Some of the more active of the Parthia’s 
passengers had climbed in the rigging and were 
shouting “Give us Melville.” Several held aloft 
bottles of champagne. Engineer Melville stepped 
out of the pilot-house and encountered Capt. 
Wotten, the aged and_ grief-stricken father- 
in-law of the late Lieut. De Long. Capt. 
Wotten grasped the engineer’s hands and, 
after saying something in an under tone, wept like 
a child. Melville steadied himself against the pilot- 
house, and, covering his face with his brawny 
hands, seemed thoroughly overcome with emotion. 
Tears filled the eyes of all who witnessed this scene, 
aud among the spectators were many of the 
Parthia’s passengers. When — had dried their 
eyes some one on the steam-sbip proposed three 
cheers for Meiville, ana the response was enthusi- 
astic and emphatic. 

Aman over 6 feet in height, a perfect athlete in 
form, with dark hair closely cut, and a brown mus- 
tache, was Lieut. Robert M. Berry,of the burned arc- 
tic exploring vessel Rodgers. When he entered the 
pilot-house of the Catalpa he received a generous 
welcome. Ninderman and Noros, the seamen who 
were with Melville, seemed anxious to escape obser- 
vation. Nisaderman is under the medium height. 
He is strong and rugged. His face was bronzed by 
exposure, and he wears a long pg mustache. 
He wore a dark suit of clothing and a black slouch 
hat. Heisa German. Melville and Noros are both 
Americans. When Ninderman stepped into the 
pilot-house af the Catalpa he met his betrothed for 
the first time after hisleng and terribie atsence 
from this country. The meeting was very affect- 
ing. They sat im a@ corner, and as they wept 
they whispered to each Other. Lieut. Jaques had 
requested the naval officers and other persons not 
relatives of either Engineer Melville and Ninder- 
man not to disturb the quiet of the pilot-house 
at this time, and the Lieutenant’s request was 
most cheerfully acceeded to. No relative of Noros 
Was on board the Cataipa. Noros is a young man 
of medium height, somewhat fleshy, wears a 
sandy mustache, and has blue eyes. He wore 
dark clothing anda black derby hat. He looked 
like a young New-Yorker prepared to enjoy a day 
at Coney Island. He was quiet and modest in de- 
meanor. The passengers on the Parthia continued 
to shout, ‘** We want Melville.”” When the engineer 
had appeared before them they repeatedly cheered 
him. Bottles of champagne were opened on the 
decks of the Parthia and the Catalpa, and his 
beaith was drunk in many bumpers. 

At 2 o’clock the lines were cast off, and the 
steam-yacht Ocean Gem was signaled to approach. 
When the yacht neared the tug, Engineer Melville 
recognized several old friends among the naval of- 
ficers, and lustily called their names. A small boat 
was lowered, and Melville was taken from the tug 
to the yacht. Then Ninderman and Noros and the 
reporters were transferred to the same vessel. In 
the saloon a lunch had been spread, and bottles of 
champagne were quickly opened. Standing on the 
deck of the yacht, Alderman McClave, on behalf 
of the New-York Board of Aidermen, welcomed 
Engineer Melville and Ninderman and No- 
ros to this City. The Alderman feeling- 
ly referred to the hardships endured by 
the officers and crew of the Jeannette, 
and to the terrible ending of brave men's lives. 
He informed Melville that the Board of Aldermen 
had set apart the Governor’s Room in the City Hall 
for this afternoon, between the hours of 2 and 5, 
80 that he, with Ninderman and Noros, might be 
welcomed by the citizens generally. The Alder- 
man paid a glowing tribute to Melville for the 
bravery dispiayed by him in uadertaking the 
search for Lieut. De Long’s party. — 

Years trickled down the face of ‘the engineer as 
he listened to the Alderman’s words, and when he 
attempted a reply he stammered and hesitated. 
Then he seemed to recover courage, and he said 
in a bold way that he wasa New-York boy, one 
who had been brought up in the public schools of 
this wey He felt that he had a rignt to say that 
he and his companions had done their duty. He 
had been in the Government service for 22 years, 
and had stood — kicks and hard knocks. Then 
he paused and said with much feeling: “ And 1 
would have stood by my friends if they had stood 
by me.” He suddenly checked himself at this 
point, and Col. Church, on behalf of the Citizens’ 
Committee, welcomed him and his companions to 
this City, and invited them to a banquet in their 
honor at Delmonico’s this evening. Col. Church 
assured Melville that his name was known and 

lorified throughout the country, and that the 

tchstrings of the doors of every house in America 
bung onthe outside for him. In reply, Melville re- 
ferred to the time when he pulled the string of a 
gun in the war forthe Union, and afterward he 
said that he and his companions would attend the 
banquet. Mr. Hall said to Melviile, ‘‘Come, let us take 
a drink.” Melville laughed as he replied, ‘* Gentle- 
men, I am something of a missionary. Every time 
I take a drink of American whisky I feel that I am 
helping to pay the national debt.’’ Capt. Nicholas 
Dand, of the Ocean Gem, ran his vessel near the 
navy-yard tug, :and Melrille’s sister and Miss Neu- 
mann were taken from the tug tothe yacht. Mel- 
ville called to his brottier on the tug, saying, 
“Sandy, you. stay where you are and look after 
the a. * Some one said to Melville, “ How well 
you look?’ “™ Yes,” —— the engineer, with a 
strange emphasis on his words, “ there.is nothing 
the matter with my eyes.” Capt. Dand spoke of 
Ninderman’s heroism, and said that in 1871 Ninder- 
man was on Mr. George L. Lorillard’s yaeht 
Meteor, which was lost off the coast of Africa. 
He then had a narrow_ escape from death at the 
hands of the savages. Melville was introduced to 
each of the reporters, and when asked whether he 
desired to communicate with the publio upon any 
point of special interest, he said, “No, not at 
this time. The whole matter, the condition of the 
Jeannette, the trip, and the results is to be investi- 
gated by a naval court of inguiry, and I am not 
allo to say anything until examined by that 
court. Then everything will be made plain, 
and—” Here a naval oficer interrupted him with, 
“You know, of course, that Congress has ap- 
pointed a special co: to investizate the 


matter?” “Yes,” answered Melville, “and—’’ 
At this point several members of the someone 

to shout, ‘*Here, Melville, come hi 
“Don’t you say anything.’ ‘“ You’ve said quite 
enough,” and one of the committee seized him by 
the coat-collar and hastily withdrew him from the 
society of the representatives of the newspapers, 
These gentlemen protested that they had no desire 
to seek information which should only be given to 
@ court or committee of investigation. 

A naval officer stated that Melville has the Jean- 
nette’s log and a private iog, Lieut. De Long's last 
written instructions to him, and, in fact, that he is 
prepared at the proper time to repeat De Long’s 
last words to him. Afterward Melville said to the 
reporters that he had no intention of being rude, 
but that he was about to say when taken from 
their society that he had determined to make no 
statement concerning the Jeannette until an of- 
ficial investigation was made. He had nothing to 
say concerning Lieut. Danenhower or anybody 
else at this time. He was satisfied that he had 
done his duty. At4o’clock the yacht reached thé 
foot of West Twenty-third-street. Therea file of 
marines on the pier saluted Melville, and he and 


his party were taken to their rooms in the Hoff- 


man House.

A FISHING SCHOONER SUNK.

THE JAMES FITCH, JR., RUN DOWN BY A BRIG 


—DAMAGE BY THE RECENT STORM. 


Capt. Harding, of the brig Annie R. Storer, 
which arrived from Cape Haytien on Tuesday 
evening, reports the narrow escape of his vessel, 
which ran into and sank the fishing schooner 
James Fitch, Jr., on Monday morning, and while 
inacrippled condition was caught in the heavy 
storm of that day, which came near driving her on 
the New-Jersey coast. The Annie R. Storer 


sailed from Cape Haytien with a cargo of log- 
wood on Aug. 27. Favorable weather was met 
with and the brig made a good run. Last Monday, 
at 4 A. M.. she was witiin three miles of the 
Sandy Hook Light-ship. The lights of vessels at 
anchor and of others in motion could be seen. 
Suddenly the lookout heard a cry, which seemed 
tocome from out of the darkness right ahead. 
Then the outlines of asmall schooner were seen 
close at hand on the port bow. It was too late to 
avoid a collision, and the two vessels came 
together with a crash. The jib-boom and 
head gear of the brig were carried away, and 
the starboard bow of the schooner was knocked in 
and she was made a complete wreck. The two 
vessels were held together by the wreckage and 
pounded heavily against each other. Water poured 
rapidly into the hold of the schooner, and she be- 
gan to sink. The crew, all of whom had been 
asleep until & moment before the collision, climbed 
on board the brig. They had on only their under- 
clothing, having left everything behind them. 
There were six of them, including the Captain, 
who stated that they had recentiy left New-Lon- 
don on a fishing eruise, and had only reached the 
banks the previous day. After catching about 400 
fish they had all turned in, after lighting a 
lantern which had been hung in the rigging. 
About 4 o’clock one of the crew came on deck, 
found that the light in the rigging had been blown 
out, and saw the lights of the brig which was bear- 
ing directly down on them. He alarmed his com- 
panions, and tried to hail the brig, but in an 
instant the schooner was run down. The wreck 
drifted clear of the brig and sank about 30 minutes 
after the accident. The half-naked sailors of the 
James Fitch, Jr., were provided with clothes by 
Capt. Harding. They had saved nothing but their 
lives. The brig, having lost her —s and head 
gear, was nowin acr#ppled condition. The storm 
was increasing and the vessel was drifting in 
rapidly toward the coast, when Capt. Harding 
let go one of his anchors. A fishing vessel 
named the Mary Emma came along about 5 
o'clock, and the crew of the lost schooner were 
transferred to her. The Captain of the James 
Fitch, Jr., stated that she was about 25 years old 
and measured about 75 tons. As the day advanced 
the storm became very fierce, and the waves swept 
over the damaged bows of the Annie R. Storer. 
Her anchor was unable to hold her, and she began 
to drag toward the shore. Capt. Harding let go 
his other bow anchor, but the brig still continued 
to drag, and a stream anchor, weighing about 600 
pounds, was let go. The storm was terrific early 
Monday evening, and the brig slowly dragged her 
three anchors toward the shore, while the 
waves dashed over her. It was with difficulty 
that the men escaped being washed over- 
board. At 11 o’cloek that night the cable 
of one of the bow anchors gave way, and at 3 
o’clock the next morning the stream anchor car- 
ried away its cable, which broke the windlass. The 
brig continued to drift toward the coast, dragging 
her remaining anchor, and at daylight soundings 
showed that she was in but three fathoms of water 
with the Jersey coast very near. At 8:30 o’clock 
the ocean steam-tug A. F. Walcott came along and 
Capt. Harding hailed her and asked to be taken in 
tow. As it was impossible to heave up the only re- 
maining anchor of the brig, for the windlass had 
been carried away and the cable itself was fast to 
the foremast, the Captain was obliged toslip his 
last anchor, with all of his cable, offfwhich he lost 
about 500 feet. The foresail and jib, which had 
been setin the hope that they would steady the 
vessel, had been blownaway. The Walcott brought 
the disabled vessel to the City, and she was moored 
on the Brooklyn side of the East River, where she 
will be unloaded. It will cost about $1,500 to re- 
pair her injuries. 

The bark Caro, Capt. Armstrong, and the 
schooner Louisiana, which left Cape Haytien for 
this port seven and three days, respectively, before 
the Annie R. Storer, are overdue, and fears have 
been entertained for their safety. Capt. Hardiag 
reports, however, that he saw both of these ves- 
sels off the Five Fathom Light-ship last Sunday 
morning, and both of them appeared to be all 
right. They may have headed off shore during the 
gale of the lith,{and they will probably reach this 
port to-day or to-mortow. 

The steam-ship Western Texas, of the Mallory 
Line, arrived from Fernandina and Port Royal 
yesterday after a very stormy passage. Capt. 
Risk says he was followed up the coast by the great 
cyclone which recently visited the West Indies. 
The storm traveled up the Gulf Stream, and the 
Western Texas was several times on its eastern 
edge, but escaped its full force. At 10 
A. M. on Tuesday, when 18 miles south- 
east-by-east of the Winter Quarter Shoal, the 
abandoned wreck of a small vessel was passed. 
The ship had a load of lumber secured on deck, 
but no name was visible. Capt. Risk explained the 
mystery of the pieces of lite-preservers recently 
picked up at sea by the schooner Kate E. Tilghman, 
which arrived at Philadelphia onthe 3d. During 
her last as voyage from Port Royal to this 
port, the life-preservers of the Western Texas were 
overhauled. Some were found to have become 
rotten, and these were torn to pieces. A few of 
the covers, on which the name of the steamer had 
been marked, were among the rubbish which was 
thrown overboard. After floating about for some 
days these covers were picked up by the schooner 
Tilghman.

ANOTHER LAND LEAGUE ORATOR. 

Alexander M. Sullivan, ex-member of Par-

AN ALLEGED GAMBLER ARRESTED. 
Peter De Lacey, the alleged proprietor of a 
gambling-house at No. 13 Ann-street, was arrested 
yesterday by Detectives Reilly and Von Gerichten, 
having been indicted for two offenses—maintaining 
a@ gambling-house and assault and battery. The 
affidavit of the complainant, Charles W. Kennedy, 
of No. 64 Chatham-street, sets forth that during 
the month of August he lost in De Lacey’s estab- 
lishment at faro sums aggregating $220. He wrote 
to De Lacey, he states, requesting the latter to 
meet him at the office of his counsel, Edwin A. 
Pratt, and make restitution. In compliance with 
this request De Lacey, as alleged, met the com- 
lainant in the office named on the 6th inst., but 
nstead of making reparation calied the complain- 
ant vile names and struck him several times.

In addition to the 111 delegates already 
tredited to Gov. CoRNELL, 4 were elected 
in Westchester yesterday, 5 in Clinton, 6 in 
Allegany, 2 in Onondaga, and 24 in Kings, 
an addition of 41 to the Cornell contingent. 
The 4 unclassified delegates from Lewis 
are reported solid for CoRNELL, so that his 
strength at the present time amounts to 156 
votes, To Judge Fonerr’s vote must be 
added 4 delegates from Owego, 6 from 
New-York, and 22 from Kings. This 
gives him a total vote of 180 according to 
the latest returns. Mr. WapsworrTd received 
at yesterday’s conventions 8 votes from 
Westchester, 4 from Jefferson, and 8 from 
Onondaga, making his vote 47 in all. 
Of the 496 delegates composing the State 
Convention, 860 have been already elected. 
Of the 136 yet to be chosen, our calculation 
assumes that Gov. CornNELL must have 93 
to command a majority of the convention. 
We are far from regarding this as improba- 
ble, and must repeat the statement that if 
he comes near obtaining a majority, the 
waverers, who are numerous, and the dele- 
gates bound by merely complimentary in- 
tructions, who will number from 80 to 40, 
Wwill be found on his side.

THE ANII-MONOPOLISTS. 

The Anti-Monopolists in conyention as- 
sembled propose to give the old parties one 
more and 
action before putting candidates in 
for the present canvass. 
unreserved, however, in their declarations of 
principles. If they have not covered the 
whole ground of needed reform it is because 
something escaped the memory of their 
platform-makers. Their ringing arraignment 
of corporate power and its evil designs may 
be somewhat highly colored, but it has a 
basis of actual wrongs and abuses and of 
real danger to the State. 
of the agencies of transportation and com- 
munication, it has used its advantage over 
the industries and traffic of the country to 
enrich the few at the expense of the many. 
This fact, the results of 
to everybody, is a sufficient ground for 
establishing control over it in the in- 
terest of the people. While corpora- 
tions owning and operating railroads and 
telegraphs are entitled to a fair profit on the 
capital invested in their business, they are 
not entitled to exact from the traflic of the 
country the heaviest tax that it will bear. 
The power to do this enables them to absorb 
and distribute among their chief directors a 
disproportionate share of the wealth of the 
people, It is the desire to retain this power 
that leads men who control corporations 
to exercise a corrupting influence in politics, 
They have the strongest of selfish motives, 
the desire to retain and increase their power 
for making enormous profits out of the gen- 
eral industries of the land. They have no 
desire to control public offices or sway the 
administration of public affairs, except so 
far as their selfish interests are involved, but 
to prevent a restriction upon their oppor- 
tunities for taxing the country for their own 
enrichment they seek to influence Legis- 
latures, courts, and exccutive officers. 
Herein lies a real danger, and the Anti-Mo- 
nopolists hardly exaggerate it. Whether 
there is an irrepressible conflict between 
corporate power and the rights of the peo- 
ple, which calls for the formation of a new 
party to redress grievances and reform 
abuses, isa question which the convention 
of yesterday was not quite ready to answer, 

But in its efforts to cover the whole 
ground of reform and invite co-operation 
from all the dissatisfied elements, the Sara- 
toga Convention rather overdid the declara- 
tion business. It showed a lack of wise 
discrimination. Its platform manufacturers 
seemed to forget that their fight was against 
monopoly and not against corporations, 
or in their desire to entice what is 
left of the Greenback Party they 
lost sight of the distinction. If there is 
any class of corporations that is free from 
the charge of monopoly and innocent of the 
abuses charged against railroad and tele- 
graph.companies it is the national banks, 
Their function of issuing notes available for 
currency is a well-guarded exercise of credit, 
which, free as it is to very moderate associ- 
ations of capital, has none of the qualities 
of monopoly. Moreover, it does not operate 
to control the ‘‘measure of values.”” On 
the subject of taxation the views of the 
convention were somewhat confused, but it 
was doubtless right in assuming that corpo- 
rate property does not pay its proper share 
of the public charges, 

The convention had some definite propo-

It called for the 
ownership and operation of the telegraphs 
by the national Government and for the es- 
tablishment of postal savings banks. This 
is a proposition that calls for maturer con- 
sideration than has yet been given to it in 
this country. In its bid for the support of 
laboring men the convention was rather lib- 
eral in its demands, which included a modi- 
fication of the Penal Code so far as relates to 
the right of holding public meetings, the 
abolition of contract labor in prisons, the 
establishment of a labor bureau, and a vir- 
tual control by public authority over the 
wages paid to laborers by corporations, It 
had something to say on land grants, civil 
service reform, and woman’s rights. In 
fact, almost the only questions that it con- 
cluded to leave out of its platform were 
those pertaining to national taxation and 
temperance. 

Although the adoption of a platform re- 
markable for length and variety was the 
chief business of yesterday’s convention, its 
attitude on the subject of nominations, about 
which it did nothing, was the chief point of 
interest in its proceedings. The Anti-Mo- 
nopolists have some control over votes, and 
in a close contest in this State it does 
not require control over a very large 
number of votes to work important 
results, While the resolution prepared by 
the Brooklyn delegation in favor of sup- 
porting Gov. CorNrELu in case he is the 
candidate of the Republican Party was not 
in form adopted, it is a plain inference from 
the declarations made that he would re- 
the benefit of the Anti-Monopoly 
if should be a candidate. It is 
morally certain thatif he is nominated he 
will not be antagonized by an Anti-Monop- 
oly candidate, while it is probable that if he 
is not nominated such a candidate will be 
put in the field. But it is in the selection of

Such a policy would, at any rate, have saved 
the Democracy from the mortification which 
they must now feel at having played a con- 
temptible game for unworthy ends, and 
been defeated. is one that it is 
to be hoped will not be lost on those who 
are contemplating a like experiment.

Mr. BiaeLow, when asked this question. by 
the Sun reporter, replied that those who 
contemplate the glittering distinctions of 
office ‘‘ through their own imaginations see 
only a vast ideal prize at an unapproachable 
distance, and naturally ascribe to every pub- 
lic man an eager desire to possess it. They 
cannot readily comprehend the sobriety of 
views which is natural to a student of his- 
tory acquainted with the toils and trials and 
discouragements that in every age have fallen 
to the lot of ruling men, nor how very 
uneasy lies the head that wears a crown.’”’ 
At this point in his eloquent interview 
Mr. BicEeLow’s feelings overcame him, and 
he arose and walked up and down the piazza 
of the hotel for some time before renewing 
the subject with the reporter. But there

Undoubtedly, Gen. MacPHERSON kept the 
knowledge of his march from the Arabs by 
the help of policemen who were ordered to 
keep the Egyptians at such a distance that 
they could not perceive the troops. The 
army must have been preceded by a squad 
of policemen, and followed by another squad, 
while policemen marched on either flank 
and pushed the natives back into the coun- 
try. In this way the march to Cairo could 
have been conducted in perfect secrecy, and 
we may feel assured that such was precisely 
the way in which it was conducted. 

The problem of supplying the army with 
water while on the march would have pre- 
sented no real difficulty to a General fa- 
miliar with camels. As everybody knows, 
the camel is fitted up with half a dozen 
water-tight stomachs which, on setting out 
on a journey, he fills with water ballast. 
Gen. MACPHERSON probably fitted a faucet 
into each stomach of each of his camels and 
was thus enabled to draw as little or as much 
water from his camels as the daily necessi- 
ties of his army required. The ordinary 
full-grown camel of fifteen hundred tons 
burden has a water-carrying capacity of 
about three thousand gallons—say, three 
thousand and sixty. Now, if Gen. Mac- 
PHERSON’S army consisted of nine thousand 
men, three camels would have been suf- 
ficient to supply each man with a gallon of 
water daily. In all probability the march 
across the desert lasted six days, in which 
case eighteen camels would have furnished 
a sufficient supply of water. Doubtless 
Gen, Macpnerson took with him more 
than eighteen camels, for it will not do to 
exhaust all the water contained in a camel, 
inasmuch as the beast will, in that case, in- 
stantly capsize for want of ballast and be of 
no further use. 

The artillery and stores belonging to the 
army were, without doubt, carried on the 
heads of natives. Such is the usual African 


method of transporting beavy articles. and

Gen. MacrneErson could have had no hesi- 
tation in impressing natives enough to carry 
all the artillery and stores in his possession. 
Allowing six days for the march, and as- 
suming that Macruerson started from Suez 
on last Wednesday, he was in Cairo on 
Tuesday, and having telegraphed his arrival 
to Sir Garnet, the latter instantly attacked 
AraBl, knowing that the defeated Egyp- 
tians would fly to Cairo, and would there fail 
into the hands of MAcPHERSON. 

Thus the war has been virtually ended 
almost in time for Sir Garnet to keep his 
dinner engagement in London on _ the 
15th of this month.

NEWS WAIFS FROM ABROAD. 


Following the example of a bicycle rider, # 
rider of the tricycle has just made the journey in 
Great Britain from John o’ Groat’s, Scotland, to 
Land’s End, in Cornwall. His time was 18 days, 23 
hours, and 55 minutes, the distance being 995 miles. 
His machine weighed 95 pounds, and he carried an 
additional weight in baggage of 10 pounds. 


In certain parts of Hungary an anti-Jewish 
agitation having been started, Louis Kossuth, who, 
in spite of exile, is held in great esteem by his 
countrymen at home, has expressed himself sur- 
prised at the root the agitation has taken. He says 
agitations of this sort are ‘“‘ nothing but humbug,” 
and are ‘‘a trade carried on by certain persons for 
the purpose of profiting by the passions of the 
thoughtless and for fishing in troubled waters.”’ 


By order of the military authorities at Alex- 
andria, the Governor of that city has proclaimed a 
curfew law by whieh all cafés, shops, places of 
amusement, and all movements of people on the 
streets after 10 o’clock are prohibited. Europeans 
do not take kindly to this order, and say it is arbi- 
trary. It interferes with their comfort. They are 
accustomed, in this weather, to dine late at night 
and to sit in the cafés in the open air until nearly 
midnight. 


There has just occurred at Ragusa, one of 
those ancient Dalmatian cities which Mr. Freeman 
recently deseribed in so interesting a way, a singu- 
larly impressive tragedy. <A girl 16 yearsold, who 
had been betrayed by a local priest, went into the 
church to which the priest was attached and pub- 
licly stabbed him five times with a knife. She then 
surrendered herself to the authorities, said her life 
had been embittered and that she wished to be 
hanged. 


Chinese merchants met in conference a few 
weeks agoin London ata place called the Wah 
Yee Tong, otherwise aclub. Delegates were pres- 
ent from Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, Birming- 
ham, California, New-York, and Bombay. It was 
deeided to ask for tho appointment of a Chinese 
Consul to London, and to send letters to various 
clubs in China recommending emigration to Lon- 
don and Cyprus. Opium was discussed, and the 
trade in it was condemned as “ the curse of China.” 


There has been a furious storm in Hungary, 
near Pesth. Entire gardens of grapes and fields of 
corn were totally destroyed, and strong trees were 
torn up by the very roots. Hail fellin such quan- 
tities that ldrge heaps of stones, oftentimes a foot 
deep, lay upon the ground. More than 50 houses 
were partly destroyed. Birds and hares by the 
hundred were killed, ané many workmen engaged 
in the open field, who were not warned of the 
storm, lost their lives at the hands of the hail. 

For the Garibaldian Museum, which is soon 
to be opened to the public at Rome, a present has 
been made of the hero’s hoe by Signor Vecchi, to 
whose father this hoe was given in 1861. Itis the 
identical implement with which Gen. Garibaldi 
worked in his garden at Caprera. On giving it to 
the elder Vecchi in 1861 Garibaldi wrote: ‘* Since 
it pleases you, keep it, in testimony of my old and 
constant idea; which is, that if men knew better 
they would use this precious metal, iron, not to 
cut each other's throats, bat to procure from the 
earth some increase of prosperity for the whole 
human family.” 


An underground telegraph system between 
Paris and Marseilles is nearly ready for use in 
France. Three weeks ago 150 men were engaged 
in pushing forward the work from both ends, fol- 
lowing the main roads and the right bank of the 
Rhone. Froma description by /ron, the English 
journal, it appears that the pipes are laid ata 
depth of more than a métre and a half, and cham- 
bers for facilitating repairs are placed at about 
every 500 métres; they resemble large cast-iron 
caldrons with covers, and have apertures for re- 
ceiving the ends of the two pipes which they con- 
nect. Every 100 métres the pipes are united by 
cast-iron couplings, which will permit of inspecting 
and repairing the cable, and the joint between each 
pipe is made with an india-rubber washer or lead 
collar. ‘The work is pushed forward with vigor,”’ 
adds the same paper, ‘‘andit is proposed eventu- 
ally to connect this cable, which will traverse 
France from north to south, with the cables of the 
Mediterranean and Atlantic.” 

Official statistics of suicides in France show 
that since 1830 their number hastrebled. Thus, in 
1830 there were 5 suicides for every 100,000 inhab- 
itants; in 1850, 10; im 1860, 11; in 1870, 13; in 1880, 
15. Thetotal of suicides in the last year reached 
6,650, of whom 79 per cent. were men. The Seine 
Department, in which is situated Paris, stands at 
the head of the list, and Corsica at the foot, with 
only 2 per 100,000 inhabitants. The report further 
shows a growing frequency of suiciaes among chil- 
dren. Between 1876 and 1880, 198 boys and 40 girls 
below 15 years of age destroyed themselves. Of 
these, 209 were over 12 years of age; 21 were be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 10; 4 were 10 years old, 
and 6 were below 9, the youngest being only 7 
years old. Far the greatest number of suicides 
take place in Summer, the proportions per cent. 
being 89 in Summer, 19 in Spring, 24 in Autumn, 
and 18 in Winter.

CINCINNATI'S DIRTY STREETS. 
CINCINNATI, Sept. 13.—By a _ resolution 
adopted by the Board of Public Works to-day the 
entire force of the Street-cleaning Department, ex- 
cept so many as are necessary to take care of 
horses and to remove the garbage and ashes, were 
ordered to be discharged at once. The reason for 


this action was that State Senator Dexter, who is 
the moving spirit in the Tax-payers’s League, had 
notified the board that any attempt to borrow 
money for street-cleaning purposes would be re- 
sisted in the courts. As there is $9,000 
remaining in this fund and no more 
money will be at the command of - 
tne board, unle’s it Is borrowed until the Ist of 
January, it was decided that street-cleaning opera- 
tions had better be suspended at once and the 
$9,000 be saved for use laterinthe season. The 
Tax-payers’ League is determined to prevent any 
further increase of the municipal indebtedness, 
and will fight every attempt of city officials to bor- 
row money or to appropriate the funds in theiz 
hands for other than necessary purposes. The 
members say that if money must be raised to clean 
the streets it should be done by private subscrip- 
tions. In the meantime the exposition is in prog: 
ress, and strangers who visit the city find the 
streets in a horrible condition. An afternoon paper 
remarked to-day that people who own carriages 
are ceasing to use them and are taking to the 
street cars because of the condition of the thor

RESULTS OF THE STATE CONVEN. 
TION AT SARATOGA. 

@ STRANGE COLLECTION OF DELEGATES— 

SPEECHES OF OFFICERS AND OTHERS—A 

RESOLUTION OFFERED IN FAVOR OF 


GOV. CORNELL—NO NOMINATIONS MADE. 


SaratoGa, Sept. 13.—A strange gathering 
was that which met here to-day and,in the name 
of the Anti-monopoly Party, adopted a platform 
of principles, formed an organization, and gave 
voice to sentiments opposed to the absorbing and 
grasping tendencies of cornorate powers. Formed 
of men who have been connected with all parties, 
and welcoming to its midst and to a voice in the 
discussions, women, who had never heen admitted 
to any like convention before, it was yet not an 
inharmonious' body, was not disorderly, 
and in most things worked with great 
apparent singleness of purpose. Its _ plat- 
form expresses opposition to all sorts of 
monopolies, advocates the control of railways by 
the State, free water ways, telegraphs provided by 
and run by the Government, a postal savings bank 


system. Government money in place of national 
bank currency, the reservation of public lands for 


settlers only, legal prohibition by penalties 
of unlawful combinations to acquire wealth, a 
modification of the Penal Code, the establishment 
of a Bureau of Labor Statistics. a pure Judiciary, 
the abolition of convict labor, for civil service re- 


form, the enforcement of the Railroad Commission 
bill, and the nomination of anti-monopoly candi- 


fates if they are not nominated by other parties. 
The number of persons attending the convention of 
the Anti-Monopolists did not add perceptibly to 
the diminishing population of Saratoga, nor were 
the men of a class peculiarly distinguishable from 
the mass of visitors. They were gathered prin- 
cipally in Congress Hall, where notices, upon 
posts and doors, of committees meetings to 
be held. lent a convention air to that house. In 
the Executive Committee room, Mr. F. B. Thurber, 
ex-Senator John O’Donnell, Henry L. Fish, of 
Rechester, L. E. Chittenden, and W. E. Kilmer. 
were busy giving information to delegates, and 
arranging for the preliminary work of the con- 
vention. There were a few well-known politicians 
about. Ex-Justice ‘*Tim’’? Campbell, Justice 
Maurice F. Power, William P. Kirke, and others of 
lesser importance hovered about as if merely ob- 
serving the proceedings. Mr. Haskin, Senator 
Boyd, and Major Haggerty were present as ‘‘am- 
bassadors” from Tammany Hall to enter the con- 
vention, 

While the invitation called for a meeting of the 
convention at 1 o’clock, it was not until half an 
nour later that the body was called to order in the 
Town Hall. The audience-room was cold and 
somewhat cheerless. A slight attempt at decora- 
tion had been made by suspending a large flag at 
either side of a white banner containing the sen- 
tment **The prosperity of our Government de- 
pends on the maintenance of the people’s rights 
against the grasping centralization of corporate 
wealth.” 

Many reporters occupied tables arranged upon 
the platform at the right and left of the Chairman's 
stand. Siowly the delegates and the invited guests 
entered and filled seats in the hall, until about 
200 Or more were present. Perhaps 25 spectators, 
who sll wore their hats asif in a Quaker meeting, 
Sat in the galiery. Mr. Johnson B. Haskin sat in 
front, and at the right, and near him, was 
Mr. Armstrong, Master of the State Grange. Not 
far away was Mr. L. E. Chittenden, while 
far away in the rear was Mr. Samuel Cary, con- 
Spieuous by his bushy head of hair. Inthe centre 
of the haliand inthe third row of seats sat six la- 
cies, With Mrs. Lillie Devereaux Blake at their 
head; they were representatives of the 
Anti-oMnopoly and Women’s Suffrage League. 
3eyond them were the delegates, composed of 
Democrats to a great extent, but including also 
Republicans, men who have affiliated with the 
Greenbackers and other organizations—respecta- 
ble persons in appearance, and orderly and well 
behaved at all times. At the extreme left 
sat six colored men, delegates from the New-York 
Independent Citizens’ Association, and the Kings 
County Colored Men's Association. When Mr. 
Fmerson E. Davis, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Anti-Monopoly League, called 
the convention to order, there were present, all 
told, about 3850 persons, including delegates and 
Bpectators. 

Gen. Henry E. Tremain was chosen temporary 
Chairman, and was eseorted to the platform. With 
only a few small pages of notes to guide him he 
made the opening speech to the convention. He 
referred to the misrepresentation and ridicule 
directed to the movement as only natural, but 
insisted that  anti-monopoly principles ro- 
sponded to the sentiments o the people. 
While he would not say that the republic was in 
peril from the aggressions of monopolists, he de- 
clared that thousands of thoughtful yoters were 
looking to this convention to point the 
way to relief from the tyranny of cor- 
porate wealth. His allusions to corporations 
as rendering productive labor impossible, and the 
use of public franchises for personal gain uncon- 
trollable were vigorously applauded, and his de- 
claration that if the channels of trade were 
to be at the mercy of irresponsible powers, 
that sort of tyranny to prevail which would 
affect taxes and the price of labor, make 
one man rish and another peor, and render equal 
opportunity impossible to individuals, the conven- 
tion had not been ealled a day too soon, evoked 
cordial applause from the audience. Mr. Tremain 
rejeeted the idea that the Anti-monopolists 
were destroyers, but claimed that they favored 
State control and legislation to regulate railroad 
traffic, and the right of the State to acquire the 
ownership of railroad property if expedient. Both 
of the great parties had expressed sentiments 
which were not unlike these, he said, but it re- 
mained for the Anti-monopolists to give them effect. 
When Mr. Tremain finished. and Mr. Frank §&. 
Gardner and Mr. Nelson B. Kilmer had been made 
Secretaries, the roll of delegates prepared by the 
Executive Committee was called. These comprised 
representatives from different counties, but 
principally from New-York and Kings. The 
names of the woman suffrage delegates, the 
Tammany ambassadors and the representatives of 
the several interests represented were included 
in the approved roll. The names of F. B. 
Thurber, the Tammany men, that of Col. 
F. A. Conkling, who was not present, and that 
of each of the ladies as they were called 
were applauded, and the applause when the 
names of the colored men wer® called was very 
noisy. Theroll was approved as the temporary 
one, and motions were made and entertained for 
the appointment of Committees on Credentials, 
Permanent Organization, and Resolutions. 

Gen. Tremain having left the chair in charge of 
Mr. John F. Henry, in order that he might receive 
the pames offered by Congressional districts to fill 
places on the committees, several resolutions were 
sent up and read by the Secretary. The first, 
which eminated from Kings County, was as tol- 
lows: 

Whereas, The Chief Executive of this State is the 
object of a bitter and relentless crusade at the in- 
stigation of the notoriously corrupt monopolists; 
therefore, 

kesolved, That if the Republican convention 
should refuse to strike down Alonzo B. Cornell for 
manfully doing his duty, and should renominate 
him for another term of his high office, it is hereby 
declared the sen:e of this convention that the sup- 
port of A. B. Cornell would be in harmony with 
anti-monopoly principles in so far as they can be 
advanced by the Republican Party. 

This was greeted with applause and cries of 
“No! No!” It was referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions, and so was a woman suffrage resolu- 
tion, offered by Mrs. Blake; a proposition 
to submit a liquor prohibitory amendment 
to the constitution, offered by Mr. Bell, 
of Cayuga, and a resolution favoring 
free canals, denouncing the neglect of Congress in 
not preventing the seizure of public lands by the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, favoring the abolition 
of convict labor in prisons, and one, offered by 
Mr. O’ Donnell, asking fora change in the assess- 
ment law, so that deduction shali be made for 
debts against personal as well as real property. 
A motion was made fora recess, and just at this 
time Mr. F. B. Thurber read a dispatch which he 
bad just received from the labor 
tion at  Buffaio, which announced 
that body had adopted an _ excellent plat- 
form, with anti-monopoly sentiments, that 
it favored free canals, called fora conference, that 
it was unanimous in its action, and that it had ad- 
journed. Gen. Tremain resumed the chair, an- 
nounced the Committees on Credentials, Perma- 
nent Organization, and Resolutions, and then the 
convention took a recess until 7:30 o’elock. 

A variety company having occupied the Town 
Hali during the recess of the Anti-monopolists’ 
Convention it was transferred in the evening to 
Putnam Hail, a cheerless place, half hall, half 
theatre, dimly lighted, and badly ventilated. 
It was smaller than the Town Hail, and 
the delegates and spectators who attended quite 
filled it. Soon after 7:30 o’clock Gen. Tremain 
called the convention to order. The committees 
appointed by the convention at the morning ses- 
sion were ready to report, and their reports were 
immediately submitted. Mr. Henry L. Fish, for 
the Committee on Credentials, submitted a 
report seating all the delegates already enrolled. 
Mr. John F. Henry reported, for the Committee 
on Permanent Organization, the name of Patrick 
H. Cowen, of Saratoga, for Chairman, and a long 
list of Vice-Presidents and Secretaries. Mr. Cowen 
was escorted to the chair, and made a short but 
vigorous speech in taking it. “On this ground 
made memorable by a revolutionary victory,” 
he said, “it seemed fitting that they 
should begin an effort to restrain monopoly, which 
was once controlled by law, but now preyed on 
the best interests of the community, marched 
with colossal strides as it trampled on the labor- 
ing and producing classes, and assumed 
control of Government departments, made our 
laws, our Judges, regulated the price of food, 
fuel, lights, and raiment, and compelled laborers to 
work at starvation prices.”’ Mr. Cowen’s speech was 
trequently interrupted by warm applause, and when 
he closed Mr. L. E. Chittenden. for the Committee 
on Resolutions, submitted and read the platform. 
The reference to the scandalous conduct of Judge 
Westbrook and the failure of the Legislature to re- 
buke him brought forth the loudest applause heard 
in the convention. Mr. Emerson E. Davis, in order to 
make a speech in favor of unlimited silver colnage. 
moved to strike out the financial plank, and when 
he tired the convention with his talk, withdrew his 
motion. A breeze was stirred up by the motion of 
2 delegate who was known as Judge Blake, of 
New-York, who objectea very strenuously to 
the part of the preamble condemning Judge 
Westbrook, whom Blake regarded as @ 
man accused, but Innocent. ‘I want the evl- 
dence,” he said. The Assemblv committee, in 
Biake’s opinion, had honestly performed its duty, 
aud there were “ differences of opinion.” "I will 


progressive 


not vote for it,” he declared vehemently. ‘“ Then 
vote against it,” shouted back Mr. Thurber. Dele- 
gate Washburn called for the reading of the 
words objected to by Mr. Blake. When he 
had heard them he declared, “I stand by 
that to the letter,” and his words were 
enthusiastically applauded. A delegate who said 
he was a lawyer asserted his belief in the maxim 
that a man is innocent uatil he is proved 
to be guilty. ‘*Oh. yes,’’ retorted another dele- 
gate, Mr. Pierson, of Tompkins; *‘ we all read the 
evidence, and we are as zood judges of it as the 
committee.” Mr. Thurber denounced the Legisla- 
ture on its fallure to impeach Judge Westbreok, 
and declared that it was manifest that there were 
solid reasons why he was not impeached. Mr. 
Vaile did not see anything to object to in the 
words, for they appeared to state only no- 
torious facts. After some further debate Mr. 
Blake’s motion to strike out the references 
to Westbrook was laid on the table by an over- 
whelming vote. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake suggested that the 
civil service resoiution be made stronger. but no 
action was taken upon the suggestion. The chair 
asked if she desired to amend. Mr. Chittenden 
explained that the resoiution only called for hon- 
esty and efficiency as qualifications to be required 
of employes. * Does the lady from New-York ob- 
ject to that?” called the chair, very innocently. 
There was no objection on Mrs. Blake's 
part. A moment later a delegate rose just 
behind Mrs. Blake to move that the woman 
suffrage plank be struck out. ‘ Your name,” 
called out a hundred voices; ** what’s your name.” 
The delegate hesitated, and while a shout 
of laughter went up he tried to give his reasons, 
disregarding the demands for his name. It turned 
out to be Delegate Reed, of New-York, and_ his 
motion to strike out was lost. The resolutions 
as a whole were adopted. 

The State Committee was then chosen, on motion 
of Mr. Dennis McMahon, by Congressional districts

After a motion to adjourn until Sept. 26 had 
been lost and a letter had been received from the 
Tammany organization asking for a postponement 
of action until after the Democratic State 
Convention, an excited discussion was provoked 
by the calling up of the resolution offered at the 
morning session toapprove of the course of Gov. 
Cornell in signing the Railroad Commisssion bill, 
and warning the Anti-Monopolists against Jay 
Gould's Demoeratic candidates. The latter is as 
follows: 


Whereas, It is a self-evident fact that the means 
which have so successfully corrupted the Kepublican 
Party, viz..the lavish use of money by the monopo-

Resolved, That we hereby most emphatically con- 
demn the method lately used throughout this State to 
purchase the influence and support of newspapers 
and politicians, and we hereby warn the parties who 
are expending these vast sums of money thatif their 
Wall-street candidate should secure the Democratic 
nomination through these venal methods, he and the 
party which nominates him will merit the condemna- 
tion of the Anti-Monopoly Party. 

It soon became apparent that the eonvention 
had been filled up with agents of Gould, for men 
who were not known as delegates were seen and 
heard busying themselves in the hall. Ashout came 
fromthe back of the :room, ‘Lay the resolution 
on the table,” *‘ Don’t pass it.”’ and one delegate 
denounced it as uncalled for and out of place. 
Mr. Thurber protested against any assault on 
Gov. Cornell and against approving the mo- 
tion to lay the resolution on the table. Mr. 
E. L. Abbott, of the New-York Eleventh Dis- 
trict, made a remarkable speech for a dele- 
gate in an Anti-Monopoly convention, defend- 
ing Jay Gould with most extraordinary warmth, 
being applauded by the friends of Gould. Mr. 
Thomas Kinsella, who was loudly applauded as he 
came to the front, declared that the resolutions 
had been introduced into the Anti-Monopoly con- 
vention and sent broadcast through the land, and 
it was aduty to pass theminall fairness. *‘I am 
a Democrat,” he said, ‘‘and have stood by my 
party, but a Governor of the State, although op- 
posed to the Democracy, shall not be struck 
down by Jay Gould for doing his duty. I feel 
it a duty to say as much as this. As 
a Democrat of Democrats, if it is shown at 
Syracuse that Jay Gould ownsthat party! will 
leave it. Itis our duty tosay these kindly words 
of the Executive of our State. It is a question of 
fairness and honor to pass these resolutions.”’ 

fie had heard that large sums of money were 
being used to bring men to the front in this can- 
vass, and he wanted to know if it was only men 
who could buy newspapers and send pol- 
iticians to Saratoga every day in _ the 
week who could make Governors. Mr. Kas- 
mer, of Kings, spoke for the Gould side, 
and Mr. Wright, of Saratoga, sustained the views 
of Mr. Kinsella. Some confusion then ensued, the 
Gould menin the body demanding an adjourn- 
ment and calling out “Nominate Cornell!’ Mr. 
Kehoe, of Kings. shouted back in derision, '* Nomi- 
nate Gould !’’ Mr. Anthony J. Barrett, of Kings, 
made a vigorous speech sustaining Mr. Kinsella’s 
remarks, and denouncing the men who had opposed 
the resolution as a ‘*gang’’ with whom he had 
been acquainted, and for whom he and Mr. Kin- 
sella had fought to obtain entrance to Democratic 
conventions. At last the Chairman, becoming im- 
patient, and midnight being near at hand, put the 
motion, “Shall the resolution be adopted?’’ 
Gould’s defenders shouted lustily, ** No,’’ and there 
was an equally loud shout of *‘Aye,"* The Chair- 
man promptly declared the resolution lost. The 
crowd at the back of the hall gave three cheers for 
the defeat of the resolution, and went out ino 
great glee. 

Frederick A. Conkling was substituted on the 
State Committee for F. B. Thurber and George C. 
Allison in place of Dr. Messemer. Messrs. Thur- 
ber and Messemer were added to the the delegates 
at large. Resolutions complimentary to the Chair- 
man and other ofheers were adopted, and at 12 
o'clock the convention adjourned.

THE PLATFORM. 

The Anti-Monopolists of the State of New-York, 
in convention assembled, call publis attention to 
these indisputable facts. Steam and electricity 
have become controlling factors in ths commercial 
and industrial world, and these great forces have 
been appropriated and monopelized by those who 
use them to tax the masses for private advantage, 
Corporate life, which now wields these great forces, 
has assumed an importance never hitherto contem- 
plated. It is with alarming rapidity concentrating 
the wealth of the Natien in the hands of a few per- 
sons to the injury of the masses of the people. It 
has appropriated the power of political parties. It 


has corrupted our elections and our legislation to 
an extent which degrades public morality and en- 
dangers free irstitutious. We see afew men sud- 
denly grow rich beyond the dreams of avarice, 
and without labor, while tramps and beggars 
increase. The Hepburn Committee declared that 
abuses in corporate management existed so glar- 
ing as to savor of fiction rather than fact. Yet the 
just and conservative measures of relief proposed 

»y that committee were delayed and defeated by a 
power which threatens to become greater than 
that of the State. We see $2,000 offered to a le- 
gislator of the State of New-York for his vote fora 
candidate for the Senate of the United States. 
The bribery is proved, the briber is indicted, and 
corporate influence suddenly evecks legislative in- 
vestigation and prevents the culprit from being 
tried and convicted. We see Judges openly specu- 
lating in Wall-street and free passes on railroads 
issued to politicians ‘“‘for account of Supreme 
Court.” Wesee a Judge of the Supreme Court 
holding court in a stock gambler’s office and aiding 
notorious characters to rob the people, 
and a Legislature refuses to impeach or 
even censure him. We see a Governor 
perfom his sworn constitutional duty 
in approving or disapproving legislative bills, and 
corporate power employs — political lawyers, in- 
fluential journals, favored shippers to punish him 
therefor. We see business men favored by 
railroads with better rates than their neighbors, 
and the general public form associations, and 
contribute money to repeala Railroad Commis- 
sion bill intended to secure simple justice to all, and 
avow their purpose to vote for no can- 
didate who will not pledge himself to 
such repeal, and a continuance of the unjust and 
unlawful privileges which these special rate 
men have secured. We see the press, hitherto 
the great edueator of the common people and the 
bulwark of free institutions, bribed to silence or 
hired with ill-gotten gains to vilify citizens who 
protest against these abuses. Through improper 
legislation corporate power, the creation of the 
people, perpetual in its duration, has grown to @ 
magnitude which makes it practically supreme. It 
ig more injurious than the system of primogeniture 
and entail. The creature has become greater than 
its creator. The public servant has become the 
public master. We see a prerogative of national 
sovereignty, the issuing of the currency, which 
measures our values, farmed out to corpo- 
rations, thereby subordinating the  inter- 
ests of the community to those of a 
privileged _—class. The whole structure 
seems to be pervaded with a spirit of monopoly 
which must be overcome or popular Government 
will bea failure. We see a system of State taxa- 
tion enforced which relieves the wealth of corpo- 
rations and personal property from its burdens and 
transfers them to the owners and tenants of farms 
and buildings, so that of the sum of about $50,000,- 
000 raised by taxation in New-York State last year, 
more than $42,000,000 was paid by farm and real 
estate owners without deduction for their debts, 
while only about $7,000,000 was paid by corpora- 
tions and personal property, which in value prob- 
ably exceeds that of real estate. Such a state- 
ment is more iniquitous than that against which 
our fathers raised the flag of revolution. 

Existing political parties, subjected to corpora- 
tion and monopoly control, refuse to correct these 
evils or to give expression to the sentiments of the 
people, which must demand attention through 
other channels. Parties are essential to our sys- 
tem of government. They are usually the best 
agencies through which public opinion can be 
crystallized and enacted into law. But these 
agencies are valuable only while they are free. 
When they are seized upon by malign forces and 
made the means of creating systems of plunder by 
which the rich grow richer and the poor poorer, 
and through which — power is indetinitely 
continued in a single vicious line of succession, 
they become unrepublican and oppressive, and 
cease to protect the interests or represent the 
ideas of a free oveovle. The 


, 


dominant party of the country was great in 
its original and has made great achievements. 
It came into being because parties temporized and 
trifled with the irrepressible conflict then impend- 
ing. A conflict just as irrepressible is impending 
now, and parties are trifling with itas they once 
trifled with slavery. They will reach similar re- 
sults. When in the face of a great public danger 
the people realized that political leaders were un- 
equal to the demands of the time, party ties be- 
came ropes of sand and the people of the old par- 
ties, with the same instincts of liberty which the 
people now possess, re-formed in new lines, under 
new leaders, and upon new issues. Now, as then, 
our institutions are in danger once more. The Re- 
public is in peril. and the interests or the people 
are threatened as they never were before. The old 
parties, pervaded by selfish and evil influences. are 
unable and unwilling to apply the needed remedies. 
We propose to give them but one more opportunity. 
We do not desire to assume the labor and responsi- 
bility of forming a new party if the progressive re- 
forms which the people demand can be secured 
within existing organizations. But the time has 
come when we will have something better than 
platitudes expressed in political platforms, made 
to catch unthinking voters. The owners and ser- 
vants of corporations have declared against the 
people. They know well what candidates are en- 
titled to the public confidence and will receive the 
support of the people. The people know equally 
well what candidates belong to corporation mon- 
opolies. Awaiting the decision of the old parties, 
whether they will present nominations from the 
one or the other, we do firmly declare 

I.—That governments are instituted to promote 
the welfare, improvement, and happiness of the 
whole people. The rapid accumulation of enor- 
mous wealth by persons of moderate ability not 
engaged in any productive employment, and the 
consequent impoverishment of the laboring mil- 
lions whose money these persons absorb show that 
the Government is not administered on republican 
principles. The arrest of these processes is indis- 
pensable to the permanence and stabilitv of the 
Republic. Therefore, good citizens should unite 
to repress monopolies, to reform the pervading 
vice of gambling in stocks and property, to secure 
to all men the just rewards of their industry, to re- 
establish legitimate competitions to elevate trade 
and replace the$Government upon the broad ard 
firm foundations established by our fathers. 

IIl.—In a republic the people are supreme, re- 
strictions upon their power are not implied and do 
not exist when plainly expressed in the Federal or 
State Constitutions. Therefore, all corporations 
which derive their right to exist from the people 
are subject to the control of the Legislature. All 
persons, artificial as well as natural, are subject to 
legislative authority. 

II1l.—Corporations employing associative capital 
in works of public improvement and legitimate 
enterprise too large for individual management are 
useful to the people, but the life of such corpora- 
tions should be limited to a reasonable period, and 
they should be supervised and controlled in the in- 
terest of the people. Therefore, corporations have 
the right to make charges for service which, with- 
out favoritism or unjust discrimination, will pay 
the expense of their economical administration 
and reasonable divicends on the capital actually 
invested, but Commissioners should be provided to 
supervise and control them. When they conform 
to the law and the objects of theircreation they 
are entitied to efficient protection. ; 

I1V.—The people have a common interest in re- 
ducing the cost to the consumer of the products 
of the farm, the mine, and the factory. The ex- 
pansion of our territory makes transportation a 
great factor In this cost, while the combination 
and pooling of railroads restrict competition. 
Therefore, the canals,;rivers, and waterways of the 
country should be constantly and efficiently main- 
tained free of tolls. 

V.—The present management of our telegraph by 
corporations has resulted 1n an enormous fictitious 
capital which is constantly increasing, with conse- 
quent excessive charges for transmitting messages, 
the public news is distorted, manufactured, or 
suppressed in the interest of stock speculation and 
others. Therefore, the Federal Government should 
own the telegraph lines and operate them as 4 part 
of the postal system, establishing a tariff of rates 
limited to the cost of maintenance and transmis- 
sion. 

Vi.—Savings banks should be established in con- 
nection with the Post Office Department, in which 
the poor can safely deposit their earnings. 

Vil.—The rights to issue curreacy, to coin 
money under the Constitution, are vested in and 
ought to be exercised exclusively by the Federal 
Government. The interests of the country pro- 
hibit the issue or controlof the currency by private 
persons or corporations, Therefore, the currency 
issued to the national banks should be retired. All 
currency, whether metailic or paper, should be 
issued and controlled by the Government only, and 
be redeemable in gold and silver. 

VIII.—The public lands, the commen inheritance 
of the whole people, should be reserved for actual 
settlers. Therefore, the lavish grants to railroads 
should be discontinued, and those which have been 
forfeited by reason of non-compliance with the 
terms of the grants should be restored to the na- 
tional domain. 

1X.—Stability of values and reasonable prices for 
the necessaries of life are essential to the welfare 
of the people. Therefore, combinations to inflate 
or depress prices, without regard to value, are im- 
aoe and wicked, and should be prohibited by 

aw. 

X.—Labor, its importance as the condition of all 
production, and its just relations with capital, 
should be recognized and its rights protected by 
law. Labor-saving machinery, instead of unduly 
enriching the capitalist, ought to reduce the hours 
of labor without reducing wages, so that the work- 
ing man may have more time for recrea- 
tion and improvement. The right of laboring 
men to hold public meetings for peaceable discus- 
sion should be protected by law. Therefore, the 
penal code should be amended and objectionable 
sections repealed, a labor bureau should be added 
to the State departments, to collect statistics and 
procure information and make reports and recom- 
mendations to the Legislature for the benefit of 
protection of labor, with adequate powers in cases 
of public emergency to arbitrate and arrange ques- 
tions arising between laborers and corporations, 
and where laborers are employed by public cor- 
porations to establish and alter the wages tv be 
paid. 

XI.—A Judiciary wise in counsel, independent in 
decision, fearless of consequences, and pure in 
character, is indispensable to good government. 
Therefore, it is one of the first duties of the citi- 
zen to vote for such judicial candidates only as 
possess all these qualifications, and whose personal 
character is a guarantee that they will keep the 
ermine unsoiled and labor to restore to the courts 
the dignity and purity of the days when Marshall 
and Kent administered justice in them. 

XII.—State prisons and penitentiaries are estab- 
lished to prevent erime and to reform criminals, 
not to make profits for private persons or to injure 
the interests of labor. Therefore, the contract sys- 
tem in these institutions should be abelished and 
the labor of the convicts be so employed as not 
to injure the interests of merchants and laboring 
men. 

XIII.—The legislative right of taxation is unre- 
stricted. Property, not debts, should bear its 
burdens. The same deduction for just debts owing 
now allowed to personal property should also be 
applied to real estate, which should not bear, as it 
now does, nearly 90 per cent. of the burdens of 
taxation. 

XIV—The civil service can never be pure and 
efficient while place is made the reward of service 
and political parties Jevy contributions upon em- 
ployes. ‘Therefore, the civil service must be 
divorced from politics and reformed. Honesty 
and efficiency must be made the conditions upon 
pa subordinate ofiices may be secured or re- 
tained. 

XV—Women have the same inalienable right as 
man. Taxation without representation is odious. 
There ix no sufficient reason why men should 
monopolize the ballot. Therefore, men and women 
should be equal before the law. Women should 
have equal pay with men for equal work, and if 
they desire to vote they should be allowed to ex- 
ercise that right. 

XVi—The present demand of the people is the 
election of a Governor and a Legislature which 
will carry into execution the Railroad Commission 
bill, abolish free passes on railroads, reform the 
laws ot assessment and taxation, and establish 
labor bureaus, with sufficient power to protect 
labor. Therefore, it 18 the duty of every anti- 
monopolist and anti-monopoly league to ascertain 
whether the candidates of existing perties will 
favor these necessary reforms as soon as they are 
nominated, and if they will not, to see that a can- 
didate is nominated and elected who will obey the 
voice of the peopie.

THE PRESIDENT'S TRIP.

KEEPING HIS PLANS TO HIMSELF—HIS MOVE- 
MENTS YESTERDAY. 
PortsmouTH, N. H., Sept. 15.—President 
Arthur arrived on a Pullman train from the East 
at 4:15 this morning, and immediately repaired to 
the Rockingham House and retired. The Presi- 
dent arose at 7:30 and ordered a carriage to con- 
vey him to Little Boar’s Head. His visit was unex- 


pected even at the hotel, With the exception of 
regular or transient guests, no one was 
in the breakfast hall, and at 8 o’clock few 
persons in the city knew of his presence. 

The President left the hotel at 10:45 o’clock in 
an open barouche, and did not say when he would 
return or whether he would return at all. The 
whereabouts of the President cannot be ascer- 
tained in this city to-night. His baggage is atthe 
depot checked for Concord, and it 1s surmised that 
he will take the train at Hampton for the mount- 
ains. Circumstances seem to indicate, however, 
that he will meet Secretary Chandler at New- 
market Junction, and proceed by train to Weirs, 
to attend the veterans’ reunion and meet Gen. W. 
T. Sherman, and that the President will return to 
Portsmouth on Saturday and take the Despatch for 
New-York. 

The Taliapoosa, with Secretary Chandler, has 
come up andis moored at the Navy-yard. The 
Secretary will start for the interior of the State 
at 8 o’clock to-morrow morning. The largest num- 
ber of United States vessels at any place in the 
world were in this harbor to-day.

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RAILWAY INTERESTS. 

INJUNCTIONS AGAINST A RAILWAY LEASE— 
THE WESTERN RAILWAY POOL—BALTI- 

MORE AND OHIO PROSPERITY—NOTES. 
New-Haven, Sept. i3.—The only business 
transacted at the meeting of the stockholders of 
the Boston and New-York Air Line Railroad Com- 
pany in Middletown to-day was to adjourn to Oct. 
18. The meeting was called to consider the 
proposed lease of the road to the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
for 99 years, the consideration being the 
payment of 4 per cent. annually on the 
preferred stock of the Air Line Road. It 
was found this morning that no vote could be 
taken, as four injunctions were served upon Secre- 
sary T. L. Watson, of Bridgeport, the only officer 
of the Alr Line Company residing in the State, last 


evening, enjoining the roads from ratifying the 
lease. One injunction is in the interest of William 
J. Hutchinson, a New-York broker, who holds 1,300 
shares of common Air Line stock, which, it is 
represented, is worth $26,000, and whieh would not 
be benefited by the lease. In his writ he repre- 
sents that the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
and Air Line Roads have conspired to lease the Air 
Line, to the injury of him and other holders of the 
common stock, by making no provision for them, 
that the holders of the preferred stock have elected 
Directors, from the choice of whom the owners of 
common stock were debarred, and that the Air 
Road has a future full of profit if the lease is not 
consummated. Evarts, Southmayd, and Choate, 
of New-York, and ex-Goy. Ingersoll, of New-Ha- 
ven, are the complainant’s counsel. Prof. Simeon 
FE. Baldwin, a Director of the Air Line Road, will 
defend, The writ is returnable before Judge Ship- 
man, of the United States Circuit Court, at Hart- 
ford, Sept. 19, One of the other injunctions is in 
behalf of the town of Middietown, which holds 
1,120 shares of common stoek; another isin behalf 
of the town of Portiaud, which holds 380 shares of 
the same stock, and the third isin the interest of 
Mrs. P. W. Turnerville, who holds $20,000 worth of 
coupons of first mortgage bonds of the road. Mid- 
dietown put $1,000,000 in the road and Portland 
about $400,000, and some of the holders of the 
common stock say they will fight any leasing 
scheme to the last. The books of the company 
will remain closed until after the October meeting. 
There is about $3.000,000 of preferred stock, most of 
it being owned in New-York, and about $815,000 of 
common stock. Directors of the road sav that the 
latter has only a fictitious value. It was issued for 
the past-due interest on the bonds of the road 
when the original mortgage was foreclosed. 

A pooling interest now exists between the two 
roads, by which the Air Line received at first 6 per 
cent. of the pet earnings. In six months of 1880 it 
resulted in an income of $132,692 57 for the Air 
Line, against actual earnings of $76,235 87. The 
per cent. was subsequently reduced by arbi- 
tration to 5 per cent., and in the first 
six months of 188 the Air Line Road 
received $145,950 69, while the actual earnings 
were only $73,763 95. ‘The next arbitration will 
probably reduce the per cent. still more,” said a 
Director to-day, ‘‘and then where shall we be? 
We shall have to pay tne expenses of the road out 
of the pool as usual, and the dividends we can pay 
will be less than by the terms of the New-York, 
New-Hayen and Hartferd Road in the proposed 
lease.”’ 


CuicaGo, Sept. 13.—At a somewhat in- 
formal but important meeting yesterday of the 
managers of the railroads leading to Minneapolis 
and to the Missouri River, the claim of the Rock 
Isiand Company to aconsiderable share of the 
Minneapolis business, by virtue of its new Albert 
Lea route to the North-west, was not allowed. 
Mr. Cable, the General Manager, thereupon tele- 
graphed to the Rock Island agents to cut rates on 
cattle to any figure necessary to secure that 
freight. Mr. Merrill, of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Road, gave notice that he would not enter 
the Omaha pool until this matter was adjusted, 
consequently there seems to be some prospect of a 
determined railroad war between the great trunk 
lines leading west and north from Chicago. The 
proposition was made to the Rock Island Rail- 
roud Company by the North-western and Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul Railroad Companies to ad- 
mit the Rock Island to the Minnesota 
pool on the basis of allowing them 165 
per cent, of the Minneapolis business and 
10 per cent. of the St. Paul business. Mr. Cobb, in 
behalf of the Rock Island Road, demanded 22 per 
cent. northward and 8344 southward. 

No definite action as to the pooling business to 
St. Paul, on the basis of admitting the Rock Island, 
Road was taken to-day, except that it was agreed 
to maintain the rates and appoint a Commission- 
er to arbitrate them. The Chieago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Road was admitted te membership 
in the Omaha pool on an equal basis with the other 
roads. A St. Louis pool on dead freight was és- 
tablished to run six months. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 13.—At the regular 
monthly meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad Company to-day 
President Garrett stated that the earnings of the 
road for August were $1,851,891 54, the largest 
revenue earned in any month in the history of the 
company. ‘The large increase in power by the 
construction of 103 first-class locomotives and of 
gondola, box, live stock, and other cars, with the 
enlargement of the capacity of the freight plant 
generally and increased facilities of all description 
upon the lines of the company, enabled it to per- 
form this great work with ease and facility. The 
organization and capacity of the company are now 
such that an Important increase beyond the pres- 
ent heavy traffic can be bandied promptly and suc- 
cessfully. The strixing contrast was presented of 
the comparative earnings of the company for the 
year preceding the civil war, namely, $300,000 per

IRON AND STEEL DUTIES. 
CRESSON SPRINGS, Penn., Sept. 13.—When 
the convention of iron and steel manufacturers re- 
assembled this morning, Mr. Moen, of Worcester, 
Mass., moved to modify the order adopted yester- 
day prohibiting any amendment of the report from 
a section except by the section itself. This motion 


was defeated. A committee appointed to prepare 
a schedule of duties to be presented in behalf 
of thé convention to the Tariff Commission pre- 
sented its report, which created some little discus- 
sion, but it finally passed unanimously, with the 
any of the duty on pig-iron, which had 
not been changed. The pig-iron men advocated 
an increase strongly, and finally the matter 
was settled by mutual concessions and the 
proceedings were thereafter harmonious. The 
changes recommended by the convention are as 
follows: Iron-ore changed from 20 per cent. ad 
valorem to 85 cents per ton; pig-iron increased 
from $7 to $8 per ton; cast scrap iron increased 
from to $8 per ton; steel rails reduced from 

28 to $22 40 per ton; steel blooms changed 

rom 40 r cent ad valorem to $20 per 
ton; steel wire rods increased from 30 per 
cent. ad valorem to 50 per cent. ad valorem; steel 
in forms not otherwise provided for changed 
from 30 per cent. valorem to 3 cents 
per pound. The other recommendations 
simply make clearer the provisions of 
the present tariff relating to iron and steel 
and the rectification of erroneous interpretations 
, of the tariff by tie Department and 
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courts, and also the creation of safeguards against 
future errors and interpretations. This work be- 
ing completed, resolutions were then adopted pro- 
viding for the appointment of three representatives 
from each branch of the iron and steel industries 
of the country to lay before the Tariff Commission 
aschedule of proposed duties adopted. and also 
requesting the American Ironjand Steel Associa- 
tion to prepare and submit to the Tariff Commis- 
sion a report setting forth the benefits which the 
country has derived in the past from its applica- 
tien and asking for a continuance of the same, 
The convention then adjourned sine die.

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YELLOW FEVER SPREADING. 
NEW CASES AT BROWNSVILLE—INCREASE 

OF FEVER ALONG THE RIO GRANDE, 
BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Sept. 13.—The river 
is flooding the north-western part or the city, and 
many families have been forced to leave their 
houses. There were 31 new cases of yellow 
fever and three deaths reported to-day. 
The three who died were Mexicans. A Board of 


Health has been organized, with Dr. Murray as 
President and Dr. Tamer, of the Vimes-Democrat, 
as Secretary. The sick here are all doing well, 
There are cases of the fever now at many 
ranches along the river. Assistance has been ex- 
tended tothem from here. There are two cases of 
the fever at Fort Brown, but both patients are do- 
ing well. Mrs. Witherell is considered out of dan- 
ger. The quarantine against Matamoras has been 
—— That city is nealthy. The weather 
is clear. 


LAREDO, Sept. 13.—Yellow fever of the 
most malignant type has broken out at Mier, Mex- 
ico. The fever was brought to the town from 
Matamoras by a shipment of merchandise. The 
inhabitants are leaving in every direction. Much 
uneasiness is felt here, and all the towns on the 
Rio Grande have quarantined against Mier. 


PENSACOLA, Fla., Sept. 13.—The Relief 
Committee and the Board of Health have on 
duty 100 nurses. Everything possible is being 
done by the several aid societies to alle- 
viate misery and_ give’ food, medicine, 
and attention to the sick and destitute. 
All the associations work harmoniously, and are in 
accord with the Board of Health. A number of 
our absent merchants and several persons in 
New-York, Mobile, and New-Orleans have re- 
sponded to the appeal for aid. The great 
number of unacclimated persons here has doubt- 
less added to the fury of the disease. Most of 
these are laboring men, whose work having been 
suspended are in needy circumstances, and for this 
reason there is greater need of nurses of experi- 
ence, those understanding the care of yellow fever 
patients.

LORD FALMOUTH’S DUTCH OVEN THE 8&sUC- 
CESSFUL CONTESTANT, 

Lonpon, Sept. 13.—The race for the St. 
Leger Stakes, for 3-vear olds, at the Doncaster 
meeting to-day, was won by Lord Falmouth’s 
brown filly Dutch Oven. Mr. T. Cannon’s brown 
filly Geneimniss, the favorite, came in second, and 
the Duke of Westminster’s chestnut filly Shotover 


third. Mr. Lorillard’s Sachem, which came in 
fourth, was beaten three furlongs from home. 
The time of Dutch Oven was 3:16. Dutch Oven 
was first away, followed by Fenelon, Actress, 
Sachem, and Marden for a quarter of a 
mile, when Actress took the lead.

MR. BLAINE DEFENDS HIMSELF. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 13.—The Weekly Magazine, 
issued to-morrow, will contain a paper by the Hon. 
James G. Blaine on “ The South American Poli- 
cy of the Garfield Administration,” of which 
the following are the salient points. He says: 


““The foreign policy of President Garfield’s Ad- 
ministration had two principal objects in view— 
first, to bring about ae and prevent future 
wars in North an South America;  sec- 
ond, to cultivate such friendly commercial 
relations with all American countries as would 
lead to a large increase in the export 
trade of the United States by supplying 
those fabrics in which we are abundantly 
able to compete with the manufacturing 
nations of Europe. To attain the second object 
the first must be accomplished. Instead of friend- 
ly intervention here and there, patching up a 
treaty between the two countries to-day, securing 
a truce between two others to-morrow, it was 
apparent to the President a more comprehensive 
plan should be adopted if war was to cease 
in the Western Hemisphere. It was evident 
certain European powers had in _ the 
past been interested in the promotion of 
strife between the Spanish-American countries 
and might be so interested in the future, 
while the interest of the United States was 
wholiy and always on the side of peace 
with all their American. neighbors and 
peace between them all.’ He then discusses 
the recall of the invitations. He refers to the pol- 
icy of wise men of previous years in favor of sueh 
a poner as Gen. Garfield favored. He de- 
scribes the kindly and worthy traits of char- 
acter of the South American peoples, and says: 
“The United States cannot ggg gentoo nations 
the part of dog in the manger. e must perform 
the duty of humane intervention ourselves, or give 
way to foreign Governments that are willing 
to accept the responsibility of the great trust and 
secure enhanced influence and the numberless ad- 
vantages resulting from sucha philanthropic and 
beneficent course.”

OBITUARY. 


GEN. HENRY T. KIERSTED. 
Gen. Henry T. Kiersted, one of the oldest 


retired merchants of this City, died yesterday at 
his late residence at No. 200 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth-street, aged 89 years and 6 
months. Gen. Kiersted was born March 13, 1793, 
in Chambers-street, which at that time was one of 
the suburbs of New-York. Later, when the first City 
Directory was published, his name did not appear 
in it because the residents of Chambers-street were 
not regarded as residents of the City proper. His 
father was the grandson of Dr. Hans Kiersted, who 
came to New-York from Holland in 1636, and mar- 
ried a daughter of Anneke Jans. Gen. Kiersted 


was educated in the school of the Dutch Reformed 
Church, in Garden-street, now Exchange-place. 
This school, which is pow connected with the Rev. 
Dr. Ormiston’s church, is 250 years old, and is be- 
lieved to be the oldest school in existence in this 
country. Young Kiersted was graduated from 
here in 1808, and in 1814 he entered the drug busi- 
ness in the stere of Mr. Fisher, at Pine-street and 
Broadway. That year he was drafted into the army, 
and served at the Block House, now in Central 
Park, at One Hundred and Tenth-street. He was 
made orderly Sergeant, and had command of the 
guard. On leaving the army he resumed the 
drug business, but joined the State Militia. He 
joined the old Seventy-fifth Regiment, and was 
promoted successively to Fourth Sergeant, Ser- 
geant-Major, Ensign Lieutenant, Captain, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, and in 1826 he became Colonel of that 
regiment, In 1836 he was appoioted Brigadier- 
General of the Sixty-third Brigade, Infantry, and in 
1844 Major-General of the Third Division. Infantry. 
In his commercial affairs he gradually moved 
up town, keeping pace with the business of the 
City. In 1820 he removed his business from Mur- 
ra\-street and Broadway to Spring-street and 
Broadway, then to the Prescott House, and in 1860 
he moved to Broadway and Forty-sixth-street. In 
politics Gen, Kiersted was a Democrat, and about 
1830 he was elected Collector of Taxes in the 
Eighth Ward; and when that office was abol- 
ished by statute. he was appointed Re- 
ceiver of Taxes for the entire City. being the 
first holder of that office. In 1845, during Polk’s 
Administration. he was appointed Cashier of 
the Custom-house, under Cornelius W. Lawrence, 
the Collector of the Port of New-York. On the 
breaking out of the Mexican War Gen. Kiersted 
organized two regiments, and at the commence- 
ment of the rebellion Gov. Morgan appointed him 
one of the Commissioners of Drafting. He was 
one of the founders of the College of Pharmacy of 
the City of New-York, and was for some time its 
President. For two years, in 1860 and 1861, he held 
the office of President of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. During the war of the re- 
bellion he was President of the Union League of 
the Twenty-second Ward. In 1845 he was elected 
a member of the St. Nicholas Society, with which 
he remained connected during the remainder 
of his life. He was one of the oldest members of 
Christ Church, Protestant Episcopal. which was 
then situated in Antnony-street, now Worth-street, 
and for a long time he was a Vestryman and Treas- 
urer of’ that church. He lived in retirement for 
several years past, and his death was due to the in- 
firmities of ola age. He leaves behind six children, 
10 grandchildren, and three great-grandchildren. 
The funeral services will be held at the house at. 
4 o'clock to-morrow afteraoon, and the remains 
will be interred in a vault in the First Presbyterian 
Cnurch, in Fifth-avenue, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets,

The second day of the Autumn prize meet- 


tng of the National Rifle Association at Creed-— 


moor opened pleasantly yesterday morning. The 
air was clear, and the sun shone brightly. A long 
line of riflemen extended from the firing points at 
the pool targets into the field. There was very 
little wind stirring, although the indicator on the 
wind-dial pointed to “5 o’clock.”” The fina! stage 
in the Champions’ match, and the Gold Watch 
match were shot at the 1,000 yards’ range in the 
morning, while the first stages of the New-York 
State and the First and Second Division matches 
Were contested at 200 yards.

“ magpie,” counting 3, black and white. There 
will also be placed at each range blackboards giv- 
ing a continuous record of the shots made by each 
rifleman at the close of every round, and on the 
second day a record of totals will be displayed, so

dency,’ inasmuch as he is the largest stockholder.” 
In such an event Gen. Thomas T. Eckert would 
be President so faras routine work in the man- 
agement of the company is concerned. Gould 
not long ago placed himself in the President's chair 
of the Wabash Railway Company under similar 
circumstances, superseding Solon Humphreys, and 
placing the executive cares upon Vice-President 
Hopkins. Dr. Green's resignation is to take effect 
almost immediately, the annual meeting of the 
company’s shareholders taking place on Oct. 
11 next, when the new President will be 
chosen. Dr. Green intends to return. to 
his old home in _ Louisville, Ky., where 
he recently purchased a handsome residence. One 
of his friends said yesterday that the Doctor retires 
from his present place with a competency of at 
least $500,000. He has been five years President ot 
the Western Union Telegraph Company. He said 
yesterday that when he accepted the position he 
solemnly pledged his wife that he would retire at 
the end of five years and make his home again 
among old friendsin Kentucky. In announcing nis 
intended resignation at the meeting of the Directors 
he reviewed at length his connection with the com- 
pany, dwelling upon the changes which have been 
brought about under his administration. Nearly 
every member of the Board of Directors was pres- 
ent at yesterday’s meeting, including Jay Gould, 
Cyrus W. Field, Russell Sage, Samuel Sloan, E. D. 
Morgan, Sidney Dillon, and Augustus Schell. Mr. 
Field moved that the remarks made by Dr. Green 
be fully entered on the minutes of the meeting, a 
motion that was seconded by Jay Gould and unani- 
mously carried. 

The Directors adopted resolutions eulogistic of 
Gen. E. 8S. Sanford, formerly President of the 
American Telegraph Company. 

The quarterly statement placed the net revenues 
of the company for the —— ending with the 
close of the present month, based upon nearly com- 
pleted returns for July, partial returns for August, 
and estimating the business for September at 
“about’’ $2,250,000.

THE LAGER BEER BREWERS AND ADULT- 
ERATION- 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

For the last year a persistent attack has been 
made upon the purity of the lager beer brewed in 
New-York, and by inference upon that of all malt 
liquor of the lighter grade made in this country. It 
has been stated that aloes, alum, copperas, coccu- 
lus indicus, tobacco stems, strychnia, and other 
poisons and abominations are used in the beer 
which we not only brew, but drink, both ourselves 
and in our families. Knowing the falsehood of 
these charges, we let them pass. We scarcely 
thought there was a man so silly as to believe that 
the makers of a drink food, whose popu- 
larity depended on its purity and = ex: 
cellence, would, in the face of brisk 
business competition, engage in practices 
without profitable aim, and, in sheer wantonness, 
poison themselves, their wives, their children, and 
the public. But, as the charges were repeated, we 
offered a reward of $1,000 “ for the detection of 


any poisonous or deleterious ingredients, or any 
adulteration whatever in the beer brewed, and as 
brewed by either of us.”’ This offer we are ready 
to make good. Now we are told, in your journal, 
that Mr. H. H. Hadley proposes to demand the re- 
ward onthe quibble that the late firm of Glueck & 
Scharmann, of which Mr. H. B. Scharmann is the 
successor, used glucose some months since. Oddly 
enough, Mr. Scharmann himself does not use giu- 
cose; but that is a mere matter of fact, of no mo- 
ment. The use of glucose in addition to that gen 

erated in malted grain or other cereals, whenever 
the judgment of the brewer dictates, is perfectly 
proper, and no adulteration whatever. The glu- 
cose in the walt changes in brewing, and the glu- 
cose added does the same. Many, if not all of us, 
like all other brewers, have at one time or other 
used glucose, or rice, or prepared corn when 
needed. and may or shall do it again if we think 
best. To single out Mr. Scharmann is highly un- 
just and, as he happens not to use it, absurd. Mr. 
Hadley has po more knowledge in the matter than 
be bad before, (there being nothing more to know,) 
and betrays himself by saying: ‘I think we bave 
them [us] on the single technical point that it is an 
adulteration,” though he adds that the beer made 
here ‘is the finest in the world as a rule.”’ Mr. 
Hadley has already decided against himself. After, 
as agent for his society, visiting our breweries, 
having confidentially examined our brewers’ books, 
aud having received from us a public avowal as to 
the materials used some months since by members 
of this association, he made an elaborate report, 
headed by the sensational phrases: ‘* What beer is 
made of,”’ ** Barley-malt, corn, rice, hops, glucose, 
grape sugar,’”’ ‘* But no adulterations found.’”’ In 
this report he says: 

“T have found no deleterious substances nor adul 
terations or poisonous or mineral substances of any 
kind used in any of the brewertes of the members of 
the Association of the Unitea Beer Brewers of New- 
York and vicinity, and nearly every brewer of good 
reputation tn the vicinity of New-York belongs to this 
association. Potato starch and molasses are not used. 
Our analysis has discovered no adulterations, but we 
have analyzed only 20 specimens thus far. 

**Thne lager beer of these 74 brewertes is feund to be 
made of barley-malt, hops, corn,frice, grape sugar, 
and glucose, that is all, excepting, of course, water. 
More than haly of these breweries produce their beer 
trom No. 1 barley-malt and hops, using no other ma- 
terial. Others use a percentage of corn-meal or rice 
flour, or prepared corn with the malt, in no case over 
25 per cent, and usually less, Some of the prewers 
use only malt and hops for their ordinary beer, but for 
their extra beer, which is sold at $1 more per barrel 
than the other, rice and corn are used, and oceasion- 
ally grape sugar or glucose (liquid grape sugar) is 
used to build up the *“ wort,” or tea, to the required 
strength, instead of taking the time necessary to boil 
it down to the proper standard.” 

Not content with this, however, he adds, in pub- 
lishing the report in ‘* Moderation,’ the editorial 
comment: : 

‘In the interests of moderation and for the public 
geod, we have caused this investigation to be made. 
And we find that no adulterations are used in the 
manufacture of beer. Corn-meal, rice, and glucose 
are used, but the brewers say, and we believe them, 
that these are not adulterations nor deleterious. 
* * * Therefore we can now boldly advocate the mod- 
erate use of lager beer, baving fortified ourselves with 
the written report of the materials used in its manu- 
facture and the personal verification by the Secretary 
of the Society.” 

What has caused the change in Mr. Hadley’s 
views we are unable to say. It cannot be that, 
after having paid him a considerable sum for a 
number of oe of his paper at an extravagant 
rate for each, we declined to take more; for, 
doubtless, he circulated 100,000 copies of each 
issue, as he agreed to do, and there our payment 
for his services properly ended. It cannot be be- 
cause we objected to paying the large amount of 
money he sought to get from us for certificates, 
since he knew why we prone declined that, It 
was not the amount of between $7,000 and $8,000 
for analysis, nor even the $10,000 to $15,000 for cer- 
tificates that deterred us. It was a plain business 
reason. We said, in answer to the society's ques- 
tions: “* We would be glad to have any reputable 
chemist, such as Chandler, Draper, and Doremus, 
visit our vaults and take from our stock samples 
for analysis at his own choice and discretion.” 
But when, after promising the public to do this, Mr. 
Hadley proposed that we should pay for the grati- 
fication of curiosity out of our pockets, and a very 
large sum besides, one fact struck us, namely, 
that an analysis paid for by a brewer, no matter 
how. or by whom, or how fairly made, woubl be 
regarded with suspicion by the public, and would 
not have the authority of one conducted by out- 
side, disinterested parties. That was the fatal 
objection. Mr. Hadley knows it. He knows, 
also, that of the beer of the 18 brewers ana- 
lyzed, he instructed the distinguished chemists em- 
ployed to look specially for any poisonous or dele- 
terious ingredients, and in every case they reported 
none found. Why Mr. Hadley to-day thinks that 
to be an adulteration which he before properly de- 
clared was not is a problem difficult to solve. A 
history of the whole ** moderation” movement in 
connection with beer and Mr. Hadley’s movement 
in connection with us might enable the public to 
fathom Mr. Hadley’s motives, and this, when en 
reputable journal may demand it, we are prepare 
to give. e aro ready to pay the reward offered 
whenever carned. It has not been earned. Glucose 
is no more an adulteration than hops or water or 
grain, whether malted or unmalted, the malting 
being merely a process forthe development of dias- 
tase. If Mr. Hadley thinks otherwise he has his 
legal remedy. Only this and no more. It will not 
be a libel suit, involving his character, and after 
once instituting it he must not withdraw it at his 
own expense.

MUTUAL BENEFIT UNIONS 


NATIONAL CONVENTION OF THE 
VARIOUS ASSOCIATIONS. 
REPORTS SHOWING THE WORKINGS OF THE 
SYSTEM—THE EXTENT OF THE ASSESS- 
MENT-PLAN INSURANCE--PAPERS READ 
AND SUGGESTIONS MADE AT THE CON- 

VENTION. 

By invitation of the Union of Mutual Benefit 
Associations of this State the seventh annual con- 
vention of mutual benefit associations of the 
United States assembled in the Grand Lodge room 
of Masonic Temple yesterday forenoon, About 
100 delegates were present, representing associa- 
tions of New-York, Brooklyn, Albany, Syracuse, 
Rochester, Buffalo, Dunkirk, Baltimore, Md.; 
Knoxville, Tenn.; Alliance, Obio; Zanesville, Ohio; 
London, Ontario; Burlington, Iowa; Norfolk, Va.; 
Boston, Mass.; St. Paul, Minn.; Kalamazoo, Mich. ; 
Indianapolis, Ind.; Lynn, Mass.; Louisville, Ky. ; 
Ashtabula, Ohio; Readington, N. J.; Jackson, 
Mich.; Columbus, Ohio; Urbana, Ohio; Malden, 
Mass.; New-Bedford, Mass.; Hartford, Conn.; 
Washington, D. C,: Concord, N. H.; New-Haven, 
Conn.; Elizabethtown, Penn.; Lebanon, Penn.; 
Philadelphia, Utica, N. Y.; Easton, Penn., and 
Galesburg, Ill. The President, George M. Ander- 
son, of Brooklyn, presided. In the call forthe con- 
vention it was stated that the object of these an- 
nual meetings iy “‘to promote the general welfare 
of the associations by an interchange of ideas 
and the dissemination of lightand knowledge upon 
all subjects connected with the interests of such 
organizations.” Last year a circular containing 10 
questions was sent to 520 associations. Only 216 
responded, showing a total membership of 492,596, 
The average age of the said associations was found 
to be 88 months; average membership during that 
time, 199,455, and the yearly mortality rate, ninety- 
nine-one-hundredths of 1 per cent. The beneficia- 


ries of deceased members had received $30,456,091 90, 
at an average yearly cost of $9 86 per $1,000. The 
average age of the members, as near as could be 
estimated, was 40 years. The total amount of in- 
surance carried by the 216 associations was $1.068,- 
103,871, and the amount of money held as a reserve 
or surplus fund was $1,174,526. 

President Anderson in his address of welcomo 
yesterday congratuiated the delegates upon the 
success of the mutual benefit plan of insurance. 
Mr. George Kempton, Secretary of the New-Eng- 
land Mutual Aid Association, made a brief address, 
in the course of which he stated that the Commis- 
sioners of Insurance in Massachusetts in their last 
report showed that the total receipts of the old line 
lite insurance companies in that State last year 
were $77,419,390, and the aggregate expenses for 
the same time were $11,758.745. The same report 
showed that last year’s receipts of the life insu- 
rance companies doing business in Massachusetts 
under the mutual benefit plan were $6,319,946, 
and the expenses, $307,826. Mr. E. F. Phelps, 
of Galesburg, Ill, read a paper advocating 
national or State supervision for all systems of as- 
sessment insurance. He described the necessity of 
having uniform legislative protection of the inter- 
ests of all trustworthy mutual benefit associations, 
and expressed the belief that if earnest efforts 
were put forth proper laws might be passed in that 
direction. The speaker said that assessment life 
insurance was no longer au experiment. It had 
been on the defensive long enough, and it was 
now time that an aggressive plan should be com- 
menced. Mr. J. A. Stoddard, of Chicago, read a 
short paper on “ Raising the Rates of Assessment.” 
He said that the old line insurance business teaches 
that the mortality of humanity increases to a lim- 
ited extent as people grow older, and he was in 
favor of inereasing the rate of assessment as the 
ages of the members of the associations increased. 

Mr. Kempton read a personal letter received by 
him from the Hon. Julius L. Clark, of Boston, In- 
surance Commissioner of Massachusetts, in which 
the latter thought that an ever increasing rate of 
assessment would not be popular. He was of the 
opinion that actual experience had shown that 
those who accepted insurance under the increasing 
rate system very quickly wearied of the increased 
assessments. Mr. Morgan, of the Home Provident 
Safety Fund Association, of New-York, criticised 
Mr. King’s views, and argued in favor of an in- 
creasing scale of assessments to meet the con- 
stantly increasing mortality. A long paper 
taking ground against the practice of grad- 
ing assessments according to age was 
read by Mr. Gifford, of the Western 
New-York Masonic Relief Association of Roch- 
ester. He argued that it was unjust to charge 
one man $2 for the same privileges and prospec- 
tive benefits that another man secured for $1. 
Such a practice might be all right according to the 
graded assessment theory, but its practical ap- 
plication was neither proper nor equitable. He 
thought the plan upon which his own association 
worked might be adopted by other associations to 
theiradvantage. That plan provides for a with- 
holding of certain percentages of the benefit 
funds from the beneficiaries of members who die 
within 10 years after joining the association. For 
instance, 15 per cent. is deducted if a member dies 
within one year after he becomes a candidate for 
the insurance benefits, 14 per cent. is deducted if 
he dies between the first and second years, 13 per 
cent. if between the seeond and third years, 
and so on, each succeeding year lessening the 
percentage of reservation. A paper. en- 
titled How Assessment Insurance Can be 
Made Permanently and Absolutely Secure,” 
written by Mr. L. G. Fourse, of Philadelphia, was 
read by Mr. Campbell, of the same city. The 
essayist argued in favor of exercising the utmost 
earein the medical examinations of applioants for 
membership of the associations, a scientific adjust- 
ment of rates, and carefully framed p:otective 
legislation. He believed in prohibiting by stringent 
laws insurance speculation on the lives of aged 
people. ‘The Chair appointed Mr. Stoddard, of 
Chicago: Mr. Shumate, of Urbana, Ohio; Mr. Geer, 
of Albany, and Mr. A. H. Osburn, of Brooklyn, a 
committee on nomination of officers and place of 
holding the next annual meeting. A recess was 
then taken until 7:30 P. M. 

After the opening of the evening session Mr. J. 
H. Stoddard, of Chicago, read an essay on figure- 
heads. He deprecated the practice of eminent and 
wealthy business men lending their names to en- 
terprises without taking pains to satisfy themselves 
that such enterprises are well managed and trust- 
worthy. Mr. E. F. Phelps, of the Executive Com- 
mittee, presented a report containing statistics 
sbowing the condition of, and what had been done 
by, the Mutual Benefit Associations up to July 31, 
1882. Circulars of inquiry were sent to every 
known association of this character, but only 234 
societies replied to the circular. Of 605 associa- 
tions sald to exist in the United States 130 are in 
New-York, 74 are in Massachusetts, 63in Ohio, 45 in 
Pennsylvania, 35in Iowa, 82 in Illinois, 24 in Indiana, 
27 in Michigan, and 10 in Kentucky. The present 
membership in the States named is as follows: 
New-York, 89,060; Massachusetts, 133,332; Ohio, 
19,634; Pennsylvania, 24,578; Illinois, 48,694; In- 
diana, 14.875; Lowa, 14,658; Kentucky, 144,773; 
Michigan, 33,456. There are 670,778 members of the 
605 societies, of which the Masonic organizations 
have 98,547; the Odd Fellows, 60,281; Secret Socie- 
ties, 269,920; trades and professions, 16,689, and 
other associations, 225,341. The number of deaths 
and the amount of money paid to beneficiaries in 
the States above mentioned are shown by the fol- 
lowing:

The total number of deaths in allof the associa- 
tions up to the 31st of last July were 21,460, and the 
total amount paid to beneficiaries, $31,775,510, An 
essay by Mr. J. A. C. Parsons, of the Bank Clerks’ 
Mutual Benefit Association of this City, was read. 
Mr. Parsons described the organization and the 
successful growth of his association and stated 
that during the last 14 years $165,000 had been paid 
out te beneficiaries. 

A business session of the convention will be held 
this forenoon, beginning at 9 o'clock. About 3 
o'clock P. M. the delegates will go to Manhattan 
Beach and dine as the guests of the Union of the 
Mutual Benefit Associations of New-York.

A CITY TREASURER DROWNED. 


—__+>-—. 
SUPPOSED SUICIDE OF JOHN R. MORRIS, OF 
LONG ISLAND CITY. 

About 8 o’clock yesterday morning two 
boatmen, Daniel and James Ruth, found the body 
of John Rapelye Morris, Treasurer of Long Island 
City, floating in the East River, off Sanford’s 
Point, Astoria, near what are known as the Black 
Rocks. They towed the body tothe wharf at the 
rear of the Sunswick Hotel, where, by means of a 
scar back of the left ear, it was identified as 
that of Mr. Morris. The news of the death 
of her husband was told to Mrs. Mor- 


ris, who was found at her home on 
Walling-street, by the Rev. Mr. Putney and a 
neighbor. From Mrs. Morris it waslearned that at 
about 2 o’slock in the’ morning Mr. Morris com- 
plained of a severe pain in his side, arose and par- 
tially dressed, and said he was going fora walk, 
that being the only way in whict he could relieve 
the pain from which he had been lately suffering a 
good deal. His long absence from the house 
troubled her considerably, and soon after 5 o’clock, 
failing to find him anywhere about the house or 
yard, she went across the street to Commissioner 
Wight and asked him to assist in the search for Mr. 
Morris. While Mr. Wight and others were making 
the search news came of the finding of the body. 
Coroner Robinson was notified, and on arriving at 
Astoria he summoned a jury, who viewed the 
remains, finding no evidences of violence, and 
then adjourned until Tuesday evening next, when 
the inquest will be held. The belief at Astoria is 
that Mr. Morris either jumped or fell into the 
river from the old town dock, at the foot of Main- 
street. The dock is only a few rods from the Mor- 
risresidence. Mr. Morris was 78 years of age, and 
leaves a widow and four married children—Wil- 
liam H. Morris, Deputy Treasurer of the City, and 
three daughters. 

It was generally Lelieved yesterday that Treas- 
urer Morris took his own life, and the cause of the 
suicide,if suicide it was, was supposed to be trouble 
and worry caused by the financial difficulties of 
Long Island City, the mysterious disappearance of 
his son, the Deputy Treasurer, a few months ago, 
and the criticisms that have been made upon his 
official conduct. The chief criticism upon his course 
had been that he used the moneys ‘of the city be- 
longing to one account in paying claims belonging 
to another. It was held by many that he had been 
made a tool of by the ring that has been so reck- 
lessly mismanaging the finances of the city, and 
that he was, therefore, in a measure, responsible 
forthe ring’s misdeeds. These charges and the 
recent searching investigation into the city’s af- 
fairs troubled Mr. Morris greatly, and those who 
were most familiar with him say that for the past 
week or two he had not been entirely himself, act- 
ing at times as if his mind was unbalanced. It is 
thought, therefore, by many of his friends that he 
was laboring under an attack of temporary insan- 
ity at the time his death occurred. 

The affair occasioned much excitement in official 
circles in Long Island City, and mostof the au 
thorities visited the City Hall during the day. ‘The 
Deputy Treasurer, William H. Morris, visited the 
Treasurer's office during the day, and will act as 
Treasurer until next Saturday, at least. A meet- 
ing of the Common Council has been called for 
Friday evening, to take action on the death of Mr. 
Morris, and to fill the vacancy thus caused. Mr. 
Morris’s term of office would have expired on Jan. 
1, 1883. He was under bonds of $100,000, his bonds- 
men being Theodore Schultze, of Astoria, $15,000; 
Cornelius Rapelye and W. Remsen Taylor, of Asto- 
ria, and Jonn Hoan, of Long Island City, $10,000 
each; Jacob P. Rapelye, John Mackie, Henry 
Mackie, and Charles W. Hallett, of Astoria, Francis 
McGee, Sylvester Gray, Isaac Van Riper, William 
H. Schwalenburg, Hugh M. Thomas, and John B. 
Woodruff, of Lond Island City, and John O’Con- 
nor, of Newtown, $5,000 each.

The first annual Fall regatta of the Knicker- 
bocker Canoe Club was held yesterday afternoon 
on the Hudson River, off the club-house at the foot 
of Eighty-sixth-street. The first event was a 
paddling race for Rob Roy eanoes, and in it there 
were four starters. As the canoes were moving 


into line an exciting episode occurred in the up 
setting of E. A. Hoffman, Jr., who was sailing 
about the starting line in his canoe, the 
Coquette, The start was made after Mr. Hoffman 
had been rescued. The course was straight- 
away to a point up the river off the 
foot of Ninety-sixth-street and back again, a dis- 
tance of one mile. The contestants were A. 
Loewenthal, in the Shattaumuck; C. Broome, in 
the Pirate; C. Van Zandt, in the Nevesink, and 
Charles E. Warren, in the Osceola. The start was 
a good one, and the canoes kept pretty well to- 
gether until about half-way up to the turning 
— when Mr. Loewenthal forged ahead and 
ept the lead back to the finish, thereby winning 
easily in 11:25. Mr. Broome was second, and Mr. 
Van Zandt a close third. Mr. Warren did not fin- 
ish. The next event was a  salling race 
for all classes of canoes. There were five 
starters, R. P. Martin, in the Edith Adele, rigged 
with two battened lug sails; E. A. Hoffman, Co- 
quette, leg of mutton rig; Charles E. Warren, 
Nevesink, lateen rig; Commodore H. T. Keyser, 
Palisade, leg of mutton rig, and C. Broome, Strath- 
roy, leg of mutton rig. The tide was on the last of 
the ebb, and the wind was light and almost due 
south. The canoes started with free sheets, Mr. 
Martin taking the lead, and Mr. Warren was sec- 
ond. Mr. Martin was the first to round the stake at 
Ninety-sixth-street. About this time the wind fresh- 
ened considerably and veered to the south-west. It 
was still necessary, however, for him to beat back. 
and in doing so he broke bis rudder. This accident 
caused him to lose some time, but he managed 
to steer in with a paddie and won the race in 40:30. 
Mr. Hoffman beat Mr. Warren on the return, and 
came in second. The other two contestants did 
not finish. Just before the close of this race more 
excitement was caused by the upsetting of Messrs. 
Meader and T'weele, who, in paddling about in the 
Nomaud, were turned over by the swell of a pass- 
ing steamer. They were rescued. The last event 
was a tandem paddle race between Hoffman and 
Warren, in the Coquette; Keyserand Loewenthal, 
inthe Horicon, and Maeder and Tweele, in the 
Nomaud. The race was won by Hoffman and 
Warren in 10:05. Keyser and Loewenthal were 
second. 


THE 
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AN EFFORT TO CONTINUE THE LINE THROUGH 
THE BOULEVARD. 


Argument took place, before Judge Law- 
rence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, on 
a motion to continue an injunction restraining the 
City authorities from interfering with the Ninth- 
Avenue Railroad Company, which proposes to ex- 
tend its tracks from Sixty-fourth-street and the 


Boulevard up the Boulevard to Seventy-second- 
street, and thence through Tenth-avenue to the 
Harlem River. The railroad co. acd bases its 
claim to the right to thus extend its line upon 
a grant made oF its predecessors in 1853 by the 
Common Council, and confirmed by the Legislature 
in 1860. The grant of 1853 mentioned the old 
Bioomingdale road as part cf the route of the then 
projected *railroad. This road was wiped out of 
existence several years ago, but the railroad com- 
pany insists that that part of the Boulevard be- 
tween Sixty-fourth and Seventy-second streets is a 
part of the Bloomingdale road, and, as such, it is 
entitled to use it. Mr, John M. Scribner appeared 
yesterday for the railroad company and stated the 
facts on which the continuance of the injunction 
was asked. The motion was opposed by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Charles Blandy, who argued 
that the railroad company had through lost non user 
whatever rights it may have originally possessed 
respecting the extension of its line; that the stat- 
ute of ‘limitations had run against it; that as the 
Bloomingdale roud was a thing of the past the rail- 
road company’s alleged right to use it had depart- 
ed with it, and that an attempt by the company to 
lay its rails in the Boulevard would be a trespass 
and an injury to the City, which had spent a great 
deal of money in the making of that thoroughfare. 
Judge Lawrence reserved his decision.

THE INDICTMENTS NOT QUASHED. 

Judge Gildersleeve yesterday handed down 
his deeision in the ease of Zachariah EK. Simmons, 
one of the alleged chiefs of the lottery policy 
business in this City. On Jan. 14, 1881, the Grand 
Jury presented three indictments against Simmons 
for selling lottery policies. In the General Sessions 
Court a week later Mr. John Graham made an 


argument which lasted three days on a motion to 
quash the indictments against Simmons. Mr. 
Graham, in@upport of his motion, stated that no 
preliminary complaint had been made against the 
defendant in a Police Court; that no legal evidence 
had been laid before the Grand Jury, the only wit- 
ness being Anthony Comstock, agent of the Society 
for the Suppression of Crime; that the indictments 
were illegal and oppressive, not having been found 
upon a vote of the Grand Jury, and that some, if 
not all, the counts contained therein were the mere 
figments of the brain of the clerk in the District 
Attorney’s office; by whom the bills had been 
drawn. After hearing the argument Judge Gilder- 
sleeve reserved his decision until yesterday, when 
he handed down an opinion denying the motion to 
quash the indictments.
